ABOUT TEN THOUSAND PLURAL- 
ITY FOR TWEED’S MAN. 
LATER RETURNS FROM ALL THE COUNTIES 
REDUCE HILL’S VOTE—JONES RUNS BE- 
HIND—THE REPUBLICAN MAJORITY IN 

THE LEGISLATURE. 

Hill’s plurality for Governor has been 
somewhat reduced by later and more 
complete returns, but he still has about 
10,000 majority over the Republican can- 
didate. 

Gen. Carr, for Lieutenant-Governor, has 
apparently run considerably ahead of Mr. 
Davenport and the remainder of the Re- 
publican ticket, but the returns are as yet 
insufficient to indicate how much. 

The legislative returns show that a vast 
amount of energy has been expended in 
electing Senators and Assemblymen at the 
expense, it is suspected, of the State ticket 
in certain localities. The Republicans gain 
two Senators in the State and will have a to- 
tal of 21in thenext Senate, while the Demo- 
crats will have 11. In the Assembly they will 
have 77 members, and the Democrats will 
be reduced to 51 members, This is an in- 
crease of 4 for the Republicans. The 
Republican majority in each House is 
larger than the party has had for a long 
period.

EXPLAINING THE RESULT. 

AUBURN, N. Y., Nov. 4.—Gen. John N 
Knapp, formerly Treasurer of the Republican 
State Committee, and once identified with the 
Stalwart faction, but whose Republicanism has 
ever been too great to be disturbed by factional- 
ism, says of yesterday’s election: “The result 
proves conciusively to me what I have held for 
some time, that the State of New-York bas been 
Democratic for the past 15 years. If we have 
won, it has been as the result of superior gener- 
ship and work. I received a letter from Mr. 
Davenport some time ago, saying that where 
everything appeared to be running smoothly, 
the policy of the campaign just closed was to 


conduct a quiet canvass. I hardly believe in 
this. We must keep the Republicans st cred 
up or we cannot win. If Hill’s plurality 
is under 20,000 I shall always believe 
that With Gen. William H. Seward, cf this city, 
at the head of the ticket we could have won the 
day. Being an oid soldier, his nomination 
wou!d have more fully aroused the soldier ele- 
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ment, and the name of Seward would doubtless 
have bad some effevt. Then, too, his entire 
freedom from factional fights of any kind rec- 
ommended him as an available candidate. Mr. 
Davenport is an excellent gentleman, and noth- 
ing could be brought up against him, but he 
was 80 unfortunate as to have been in the Sen- 
ate at the time of the celebrated Conkling-Platt 
fight. An aggressive speaking campaign would, 
I believe, have had a good effect. 1 think it 
would have changed at least 500 votes in this 
county, and would have save@ us 1,000 in St. 
Lawrence. It would not have required many in

MR. HENDRICKS NOT SURPRISED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Noy. 4.—With reference 
tothe New-York election Vice-President Hen- 
dricks says: 

“*ITam not surprised at the result of the elec- 
tions in either New-York or Virginia. 1 ex- 
pected that Hill and Lee would be elected, and 
wrote to that effect in a letter which I addressed 


to Mr. Cox, our Minister at Constantinople, sev- 
eral days ago. I regard the result in New-York 
as a straight-out Democratic victory, with all 
that that implies. Of course, I am sorry that 
the independent Kepublicans felt like taking 
the opposite side to that which they espoused 
last year, tut they have chosen their place and 
must abide by the result. I think this will prove 
to be one of the most far-reaching, as it is one 
of the most sweeping, victories that has been 
won for many yeurs. It will, in my opinion, 
settle a good many questions. Judging from 
the returns of this morning there seem to have 
been Democratic gains in several other States 
besides New-York and Virginia, indicating that 
the Democratic Administration has come to 
stay. As to the Virginia contest, [ have long 
regarded it as impossible that the Mahone com- 
bination should be permanent.

ELECTIONS IN OTHER STATES. 


MAHONE’S ROUT COMPLETE. 
A MAJORITY AGAINST HIM IN BOTH LEG- 
ISLATIVE BRANCHES, 

RIcHMOND, Va., Nov. 4.—Later returns 
received to-day and to-night regarding the elec- 
tion of yesterday bear out the indications of 
the overwhelming defeat of Mahone given in 
THE TIMks's dispatches last night. Gen. Lee’s 
majority will be over 20,000, and the Democrats 
have both branches of the Legislature, The 
Democrats have elected 30 members of 
the Senate, three more than _ two-thirds, 
and 69 members of the House of Dele- 


gates, or two more. than two-thirds. 
Many of Mahone’s strongholds in the “ black 
districts” give decisive Democratic majorities. 
Some of these have been carried by Mahone in 
every contest since 1879. Notably among these 
is Louisa, the home of Mr, W. C. Elam, the edi- 
tor of the Richmond Whig, Mohbone’s organ. 
That county has never failed to return a Mahone 
member of the Legislature, and was last year 
curried by Blaine by 250 majority. 

An analysis ofthe returns indicates that Ma- 
bone maintained pretty well the vote given to 
Blaine last year 10 most of the coun- 
ties of the white sections of the south- 
west and of the valley. His heaviest 
losses were in the * black’? counties. The Dem- 
ocrats carried every colored county secured by 
them in the contest for the Leyislature in 1883, 
when Mahone declared that the colored voters 
had been overawed by the effect of the Danville 
riot. In addition to the negro counties which 
gave Democratic majorities iu that fight that 

arty yesterday elected members of the Legis- 
ature in Prince Edward, Gloucester, Caroline, 
King William, Cumberland, and very probably 
in Buckingham Counties. The Democrats elect 
14 members of the House of Delegates from 
counties which give decisiye colored majorities, 
besides one or two-Senators by the aid given 
them by the ‘voters of the same race. 
The assistance of these voters went far 
toward furnishing much of the majority secured 
by the Democrats in the lower branch of the 
Legisiature. It is believed by many that this 
element of the strength of the Republicans in 
this State will in the future cut loose from that 
party in State affairs at least. Tne Democrats 
made good gains yesterday in the white sections 
of the Piedmont and Eighth Congressional Dis- 
tricte. 

Now that the Democrats are assured of the 
Legislature the successor of Mahone in the Sen- 
ate is an interesting topic ih political circles 
here and elsewhere in the State. It seems to be 
quite generally believed that the Hon. J. 8. Bar- 
bour, Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, will be the choice of the caucus of 
his party. He has won three decisive 
and successive victories over Mahone, and, many 
of his party believe, is entitled to the Senator- 
ship. The Hon. J. W. Daniel, of Lynchburg, will 
be a tormidable candidate. The Hon. . 
Staples, ex-member of the State Supreme Court 
of Appeals, will also have a strong following in 
the Legislature, 

It is believed by many that Mahone will en- 
deavor to succeed Brady 1n the House of Repre- 
sentatives next year. Gov. Cameron has his eye 
on the same place, and bas already plainly inti- 
mated his intention of opposing Mahone’s aspi- 
rations in that direction. Many believe the Gov- 
ernor was moved by this consideration to make 
the fight that he did against Mahone in the 
Petersburg district last year. 


A CLOSE VOTE IN IOWA. 
THE REPUBLICANS CARRY BOTH BRANCHES 
OF THE LEGISLATURE, 

Des MornEs, Iowa, Nov, 4.—The Repub- 
licans to-day are not shoutingly jubilant, but 
they show a quiet satisfaction that cannot be 
discerned among the opposition. Senator Lar- 
rabee is elected Governor over Senator Whiting 
by 5,000 or 6,000 majority, which is a gain over 
Sherman’s majority of two years ago. This 
year the fusion was perfectly welded. The 
pledge of Senator Whiting to restore the de- 
posed Auditor, Brown, may have reduced Seni- 
tor Larrabee’s majority, and bence Capt. Hull, 
second on the ticket, and Beck, for Supreme 
Judge, may run several hundred ahead of him. 
Tue Senators elected are 14 Republicans to 10 
Democrats on best advices, which leaves that 
body with 10 Republican majority. Tne House 
will have 4or6 Republican majority, which isa 
terribie disappointment to the opposition, who 
felt confident of electing the Speaker. The 
vote, allowing for the increase of population 
and for a heavy storm in part of the State, is rel- 
atively the same astwo yeurs ago. Two years 
hence the opposition. if they hold together will 
contest for the United States Senatorshbip.

CuicaGco, Nov. 4.—By the election yes- 
terday the Republicans secure a majority of one 
in the County Board and will be able to wrest 
the control of the board from the Van Pelt 
gang, which has emptied the County Treasury 
and done its best to negative the election meas- 
ures passed for this city by the last Legisla- 
ture. The extraordinary powers vested in the 
County Board gives an importance to thi 


victory which the taxpayers of Chicago clearly 
recognize. It was believed last night that the 
Republicans had elected the entire ticket, but 
the footing up of the returns shows the elec- 
tion of but two of the tour County Com- 
missioners from the city. The defeat of Hyues, 
tbe Democratic candidate tor Judge of ,the Su- 
perior Court, is a notable and gratifying one. 

By far tne happiest result of the election, how- 
ever, is the affirmation by the people of the 
new election law, the significance of which can 
only be appreciated by men who have seen the 
wholesale corruption which has characterized 
Chicago elections in times past.

ExLmrra, Nov. 4.—The enthusiasm of Mr.

MR. FIELD'S PET MEMORIAL 


THE THIRD ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP 
THE ANDRE MONUMENT. 
THE BIG STONE TOPPLED OVER AND THE 
FOUNDATION IN FRAGMENTS—NO ONE 
IN TAPPAN SURPRISED. 


A curious thing in connection with the 
third, and so far, the most successful, attempt 
to demolish Cyrus W. Field’s granite memorial 
to Major André, the British spy, is the unanimity 
with which every one that heard the explosion 
atonce divined the real trouble. Villagers in 
Tappan, who felt their beds shake under them, 
while the glass from their windows fell in shat- 
tered fragments on the bedroom carpet, as well as 
persons in Closter, five milesaway, who were sim- 
ply awakened from their sleep by the noise, at 
once said, “Somebody has been blowing up the 
André monument again.” Nearly every one in 
Tappan either heard or felt the explosion, and 
no one was found yesterday who did not know 
before the first feeling of fright from the shock 
had yassed away that there was mischief on 
André Hill as surely as though some messenger 
had knocked at their doors aud told them. In 
some houses the explosion was actually ex- 
pected, and it caused very little surprise when it 
came, 

Mr. Field was advised to be on his guard when 
he visited the monument with Canon Farrar 
last week. A new base was put under the large 
polished block recently, and the disfigurations 
made by relic hunters were so far as possible 
removed: The work was done very quietly by a 
firm in Nyack, and public notice was first given 
of it by a brief paragraph in a newspaper. 
When it was finished Mr. Field took the distin- 
guished clergyman from Westminster Ab- 


bey to look at the monument to his un- 
fortunate fellow-countryman, and the mod- 
est millionaire laid his finger with becoming 
humilty on the inscription written by the late 
Dean Staniey, which concludes with these 
words: “A hundred years after his [André’s] 
execution, this stone was placed upon the spot 
by a citizen of the States against which he 
fougbt: not to perpetuate any record of strife, 
but asatoken of those better feelings which 
have since united two nations—one in thought, 
religion, and language—with the earnest hope 
that this friendly union wi!l never be broken.” 

It was while Mr. Field rested a band that is 
soft with the repeated pressure of British aris- 
tocracy on these letters cut deep into the stone 
and Canon Farar spoke with admiration of the 
beautiful stretch of hilly landscape around him 
that Lawyer Simons came out from his farm- 
house 1002 pacesaway. ‘** There will be mischief 
bers I am afraid, Mr. Field,” he said, “*my dogs 
are continually barking at some one prowling 
around nights.” 

“ Well, shoot ’em,” replied the merciful mill- 
ionaire, witha flerceness that any one who had 
listened to him occasionally over one of Del- 
monico’s dinner tables would scarcely think him 
capable of. 

Mr. Simons remained in some doubt for a few 
moments whether Mr. Field wanted him to shoot 
the dogs or the prowlers, but he concluded that 
in any event he was not going to act asa self- 
constituted police force over Mr. Field's prop- 
erty,so he went about his business. On Mon- 
day night, as he was getting ready for bed, Mr. 
Simons thoucht over what the millionaire owner 
of the André monument had saidtohim. The 
three dogs in his yard had been barking inces- 
santly for moure than an hour. Hesent his man 
William out to see what the trouble was, but 
black clouds hid the starlight, and William 
did not get any further away from the 
house than he could help. At 10 o'clock 
the dogs grew noisier than ever, and Mr. Simons 
took down his gun with the intention of blazing: 
away intospaceto frighten off anybody that 
might be loafing around his premises. On sec- 
ond thought, however, be concluded not to do 
It, but jumped into bed, leaving his wife sitting 
up inthe room with the baby. At 10:25 he was 
sound asleep, and his wite was preparing to re- 
tire also, when the house rocked as though it 
had failenin the track of a first-class earth- 
quake, 30 panes of glass in the windows up stairs 
and down were smashed into small pieces, orna- 
ments tumbled trom the mantels, dishes from 
the pantry shelves, and everybody in the house 
was running around in terror and their night 
clothes. Mr. Simons attended to his wife, who 
had fainted, and then looked out of a broken 
window at the André monument. 

It was dark, but the house was near enough for 
him to see distinctly that the big block of gran- 
ite had toppled over on its side. Mr. Simons 
dressed himself and hurried out of doors, By 
the time he got tothe monument, or what was 
left of it, he found plenty of other people there 
too. The shock of theexplosion had been felt 
throughout the entire village, and half the male 
population was getting outof doors as fast as 
possible. Without stopping to ask any ques- 
tions they rushed as if by instinct to André Hill. 
One man carried arevolver with him. George 
Vanzilen, the village blacksmith, with his ap- 
prentice, was one of the first to arrive, and he 
began to look around among the trees tor the 
person or persons who had caused all the dis- 
turbance. No one was in sight. 

In their haste to reach thetop of the hill the 
villagers scattered like a lot of bushwhackers, 
but no one ran out from a hiding place to escape 
them. Though it was too dark to ascertain how 
much damage had been done to the monument, 
the men could see that the attempt at total de- 
struction was far more successtul than either of 
the two previous ones. After remaining a few 
minutes on the ground they went home, agree- 
ing to come azain for a more thorough examin- 
ation in the morning. 

According to the accounts given by visitors to 
the shattered stone yesterday, the force of the 
explosion must have been terrific. In a dozen 
houses in the village, some of them half. a mile 
away from André Hill, windows were broken 
and ornaments were shaken from parlor shelves. 
Men and women awoke with a shiver froma 
sound sleep to find the cold night air rushing in 
upon them and their floors littered with giass. 
Dr. Stephens’s window fel) out almost as clean 
as though it had been cut with a diamond. . Par- 
lor stoves were knocked askew, and one house 
narrowly escaped a fire from a broken oil lamp. 
In Closter, in Sparkiil,in Nyack, and even across 
the Hudson River in Tarrytown people claim to 
have heard the explosion. In the majority of 
Instances they associsted it at once with the 
André monument. <A man livingin a lonely cot- 
tage on the Hook Mountains, uearly three miles 
from the spot, suid tbat fora moment his house 
swayed like a railroad car or an express train. 

It would bave fared hard with a poor tramp or 
any other suspicious lookins character that 
stray:d through Tappan at an early hour yes- 
terday morning. But noone on woom it would 
ao to cast the sligutest imputation happened 
along. Somevof the villagers were up looking 
atthe bruken monument again before break- 
tast. One of them found a little rope laider 
hanging to the spikes of the iron fence, five feet 
higu, that surrounded the memorial. The rail- 
ing Was putthereto keep olf relic sharks; who 
endeavored to carry the monumenr away in 
pieces by chipping off theedges. It was one of the 
most uncomfortable fences in the worid to scale, 
and the persons whv blew up the monument 
knew better than to attempt it. The ladder was 
sufliciently small to fold up and tuck away in 
the trousers pocket. but it was well made, and 
stout enough to eusily bear a mun’s weight. The 
whole job bore evidences of careful preparation. 
A hole was dug beneath the brick toundations 
on which the new baso rested, almost to the 
middle of the stone. The men were probably 
digging it while Mr. Simons’s dogs were barking 
and William went out to try and guiet them. 
The night was favorable for such a job. 

The explosive was placed on the reverse side 
of thestone from where it was put on the first at- 
tempt to destroy the monument ever three yeurs 
ago, Then the men had to work in view of the 
roudway, but Monday night they arranged it so 
that it would be easy to slope off into the 
bu-hes if anybody came along. Two carriage 
roads reach André Hill, one of them in New- 
Jersey, skirting the State border line, and the 
other one in New-York, close to the woods back 
of Lawyer Simons’s farm. The belief is that the 
men who did the work came up from the river 
a Mr. Simons’s property and aroused the 

ogs. 

Everything indicated that the damage was 


‘done with dynamite. The young son of H. 


Ryerson, proprietor of a livery stable, says that 
he found some small pieces of paper that looked 
like the wrappings of an exploded firecracker. 
Whatever it was, it made sad work with Million- 
aire Field’s monument. The heavy base stone 
was blown into a hundred pieces. Blocks weigh- 
ing several hundred pounds were lifted 40 feet 
away. Instead of flying upward, the scattering 
rock spread outward, quite close to the ground, 
snapping several of the three-quarter-incnh solid 
iron railings like so many pipestems. Two hollow 
iron support posts as thick as a man’s leg were 
snapped and blown several yardsaway. Therail- 
ing had not been painted, and it looked very 
rusty, but it was strong. Despite the force 
hurled against them some of the bars did not 
break, but bent like an archer’s bow. The 
bricks used in the foundation were pulver- 
ized, and the ground arcund it was broken us if, 
witha plow. The immense block of stone that 
forms the monument proper, weighing several 
tons, was lifted from the base and fell flat on 
oue side, skewed around to the northwest. Dean 
Stanley’s inscription was buried in the mud, 
These lines, attributed to George Washington, 
were visible: **He was more unfortunate than 
criminal; an accomplished man and a gallant 
officer.” . 

The polished surface of the monument was 
little injured, but its edges were badly torn. In 
the opinion of most people wha Jooked at it, it 
was ruined. Someof the fiying stonés tore off 
the branches of a little apple tree that had been 
planted just inside the iron railing. Some of 
the gaps madein the fence were ppee wide 
enough for people to walk through an gets 
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Whitney found a piece of the stone ina field 
nearly halfa mileaway. It was estimated that 
300 strangers went to Tappan yesterday to look 
at the wreck. 

About every person questioned had a different 
theory. buta creat many people did not'try to dis- 
guise the fact that the monument would never 
be allowed to remain whole in Tappan, purely 
from motives of sentiment. On the other hand, 
many of the villagers are proud of the affair as 
a work of art and a village attraction. Ex- 
pressions of regret, of gratification, and of 
don’t-care-a-cent-either-way were about equal 
yesterday. Several people recollected having seen 
suspicious characters around the village, but a 
great many sportsmen are wandering around 
there with guns these Autumn days, and the 
housewives see tramps constantly passing 
through the streets on their way to the city for 
the Winter. There was really nothing to basethe 
slightest clue upon as to who did the mischief, 
A man, wife, and child, evidentiv English tour- 
ists, who spent some time at the monument 
Monday afternoon and afterward drove to 
Nyack in a livery team, were talked of suspi- 
ciously in the same breath witha tramp who 
asked for a glass of water. 

In February, 1882, an attempt was made to 
destroy the monument, andsome time afterward 
George Hendrix, a Brooklyn man, affiliated with 
the Schwab Socialists in this city, was arrested 
for the crime. He never was tried, but while 
under bonds he died in the cell of a police sta- 
tion one night, whither he was taken after attend- 
ing meeting in Germania Hail. Another attempt 
was mude in April of the same year to deface the 
monument with nitro-giycerine. Mr. Field 
learned of the lastattempt by telegraph. He was 
in Albany yesterday attending a meeting of the 
New-York Central Railroad Directors. A gen- 
tleman who saw one of his sons said that it 
was very doubtful if Mr. Field ever made anoth- 
er effort to restore or replace the monument. 


IS RIEL INSANE ? 


REPORT THAT A COMMISSION IS TO EXAM- 
INE HIS MENTAL CONDITION. 
MonTREAL, Noy. 4.—A private telegram 
was received here to-day from a prominent 
member of the Dominion House, at Ottawa, 
stating that the Cabinet yesterday after- 
noon decided to appoint a commission 
of medical experts to examine Riel’s 


mental condition. The names of _ the 
Commissioners, the telegram said, would be 
made public in a special number of the Ufficial 
Gazette to-morrow. Le Monde of to-day in an 
editorial confirms this, saying that the names of 
the Commissioners will be accepted with con- 
fidence by the whole country. The Commuis- 
sioners will commence their labors at once. 
Nothing is known of the news among Riel’'s 
friends here beyond the fact that at the Cabinet 
meeting on Monday last the greatest division 
existed, five of the Ministers being in favor of 
commuting the sentence to imprisonment for 
life and eight in favor of carrying out the last 
penalty. 

The Orange Sentinel will to-morrow contain 
an editorial on the proposed lunacy commission 
in the case of Riel. After protesting vigorously 
against the hole and corner work, the Sentinel 
| Sane on to say: ** We can assure all concerned that

With regard to his execution he 
said a few days ago that if hanged he would rise 
again from the dead after three days, but he 
added that he would prefer living, as he did not 
want God to gotothe trouble of raising him 
from the dead.” 





ITS GOOD LUCK CHANGED. 


AN ACCIDENT ON THE OLD COLONY RAIL- 
ROAD—TWO MEN HURT. 

MARLBOROUGH, Mass., Nov. 4.—The usual 
good luck of the Old Colony Railroad in avoid- 
ing accidents was changed this morning, when 
Conductor Carey'strain, the firat from Boston 
on the Northern Division, leaped from the 
rails at Gates’s Crossing, a flag station two 
miles outside of Leominster, and dashed 
into a line,;jof flat cars. Engineer Murphy 
saw the danger and reversed the locomotive, 
although too late. He stuck to his engine 


like a hero and escaped serious injury. Fireman 
L. B. Emerton jumped, and both feet were 
crushed under the wheels. The baggage car had 
an unusual amount of baggage aboard, which 
was thrown back and forth as the car 
was hurled into a pile of sleepers. The occu- 
pants of the car were John Garland, baggage 
master, and Expressmen Bates and Merrifield. 
They escaped special injury, with the exception 
of Bates, who was badly bruised, but not seri- 
ously, it is thought. 

Conductor Daneron, of the construction train, 
asserts that three minutes before the collision 
the switch was all right, but that immediately 
prior to the arrival of the oncoming train, when 
its approach could be heard, he glanced at the 
switch, and to his horror and surprise saw 
that it had been changed, but it was then 
too late to set it so that the up train would keep 
on the main track. Engineer Murphy asserts 
that the switch was all right and that it was not 
changed until after his train passed over it. 
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THE BOSTON CONSPIRACY CASE. 
Boston, Nov. 4.—To-day A. L. Mellen, 
proprietor of the St. James’ Hotel, Baltimore, 
and Mrs. Coolidge, the two alleged principals in 
the tamous conspiracy case, were reindicted by 
the Grand Jury. On account of a flaw inthe 
indictment issued on Monday the counsel for 


the defense began proceedings against the State 
for false imprisonment. To-day, armed with 
a fresh indictment, which contains new counts, 
the detectives are ready to start afresh. Mellen 
has counsel here, and on Friday the Governor 
will give a hearing relative to Mellen’s ex- 
tradition from Maryland.

WHO ARE PLEASED. 


HILL’S ELECTION DELIGHTS THE SPOILS 
HUNTERS, WHO NOW HOPE TO SE 
THE PRESIDENT’S POLICY CHANGED. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The news of Hill’s 
election and of the Democratic victories in 
New-York have visibly elated the Democrats ot 
the capital. They have not vented their emo- 
tions in cannon salutes as yet, but they have 
** fired off’ a good deal of enthusiasm since mid- 
night of Tuesday. They have been inclined to 
resort to gunpowder with which to emphasize 
their joy, but have settled down to-night to 
‘getting all the fun possible out of the situation 
by reviling the independents and taunting the 
regular Republicans for their lack of sensein 
employing Sherman, Foraker, and Logan to 
help them in a State campaign. 

The joy of the Democrats is of two kinds, 
Among sincere friends of the President, who 
do not know that Gov. Hill secured his nomina- 
tion and much of his support by hypocritically 
pretending to be in sympathy with the 
Administration, the election of the Democratic 
State ticket in New-York is regarded as an in- 
dorsement of the Administration. The other 
class of Democrats who are vividly celebrating 
Hill’s election are men who do not heartily ap- 
prove of the conservative course of the Presi- 
dent, who consider his policy in many respects 
undemocratic, who complain of his slowness in 
turning “the rascals’ out of office, and 
who believe that Gov. Hill and the men 
who elected bim will presently be heard demand- 
ing a radical change of policy. These men do 
not believe that the President has any right to 
be ahead of, or to attempt to lead, his party, but 
that be should be content, and dutifully so, to 
accept his office from the party and be guided 
by that party in his policy of administration. 
These reactionary Democrats, who are not dis- 

osed to march on the line established by the 

resident, and who long for aleader of the 

Marcy type, are already beginning to talk in @ 

hungry way about David B. Hill as a candidate 

for President in 1888, 

The President, arriving at the White House 
before noon, had heard the news of Hill’s elee- 
tion on bis way back from Buffalo. His first act 
almost on his arrival was to telerraph his con< 
gratulations to the Governor and Governor- 
elect. He was gratified at the result, and he 
frankly said so. He had been led toexpect a 
Democratic victory by the news he had received 
from New-York during the last fortnight. 
Hill’s opponents had acted unwisely in intro- 
ducing sectional and national disputes and 
speakers and in attempting to prove that the 
Administration was unworthy of support. The 
President has seen, as many other Democrats 
here, that it was a blunder politically for the 
Republicans to assail the Administration in the 
platform and then invite opposition to Hill be- 
cause he was notin sympathy with the Admin- 
istration. 

If the Hill men expect the President to change 
his course in consecuence of the result in New- 
York they may confidently rely upon being dis-; 
appointed. He will keep right on, inspired still 
by the conviction that he is the President of all 
the people. He speaks more about Hill since the 
election, in more appreciative words than he did 
before. To the request of many Democrats 
from New-York who came here during the cam- 
paign that many removals of Republicans 
should be made at once to encourage “ the 
workers,” the President has biuntly said 
“No,” and he says that Gov. Hill him- 
self protested against the interference of 
the Administration by the use of patronage to 
affect the result. It seems that a crowd of Ohio 
politicians during the State canvass made urgent 
appeals to the President for the appointment of 
Democrats ** to encourage the workers.”’ Gov.’ 
Hoadly has since stated that wherever appoint- 
ments were made during the canvass the effect 
was unfavorable to the Democrats, even when)’ 
the changes were only those of fourth class Post- 
masters. 

Assistant Secretary Fairchild regards the re- 
sult ag an indorsement ot the Administration. 
He does not see how the Administration could) 
have been condemned or rebuked,no matter 
who had been elected. ‘ All the men who voted 
for Hill,"? he said,** declared.that they were for 
the Administration. Voters were invited to sup- 
port Davenport in order that Hill might be re- 
buked and the Admicistration sustained. It 
seems to me that it would be only fair to regard 
the whole vote, except that part which was cast 
tor Bascom, as an Administration vote.’ Mr. 
Fairchild thinks the victory in New-York is 
due to the. policy followed by the President. 
The President, Mr. Manning, Mr. Whitney, and 
Gov. Hill were in perfect accord as to the Pres« 
ident’s policy concerning the appointments in 
New-York. He thinks any attempt to use the 
victory asan indorsement of any other policy, 
and to make the President act different)y with 
regard to appointments will fail. 

Second Controller Maynard was not surprised 
at the victory. He does not think it ‘‘straight 
Democratic,” but that Hill and his ticket won 
by the help of a large part of the body of 75,00U 
independent voters of the State. 

Judge McCue, the Solicitor of the Treasury, 
says: **We owe the victory to Cleveland. [t 
was because the people had confidence in him)! 
that they voted for Hill.” 

A reporter for the Star_who has had opportu- 
nity to meet with many Democrats about the 
hotels and Government offices writes that the 
general drift of comment indicated that the 
preponderance of the Democratic sentiment is 
notin sympathy with the methods which the 
President has adopted. Itseems to be clearly 
what is frequently termed “old-fashioned De- 
mocracy,” which holds, with the new Mayor of 
Baltimore, that under Democratic rule none 
but Democrats. should share in the fruit 
of patronage. There are_ indications, too, 
in the comment of Democrats’ which 
tend to show that the Administration is not to 
receive auy share of credit for the Democratic 
successes. The alleged opposition of the Presi- 
dent to Gov. Hill’s nomination and his refusal 
to write a letter during the canvass in behalf 
of the ticket are spoken of with emphasis. Ap- 
parently it is the intention of that element of 
the party which adheres to the old Jacksonian 
ideas to maintain that the New-York contest 
was fought and won ona line diametrically 
opposed to the President’s policy; that it was 
a straight Democratic victory, and emphasizes 
the belief of the party in its old time principles. 

At any rate, the Democrats who condemn the 
President’s course with regard to filling the 
offices are very much encouraged at the result 
in New-York, and claim that it will strengthen 
the hands of that element of the party which 
will take issue in the next Congress with the 
Admini-tration. According to this element of 
the party the President ought now to discard 
the independents entirely. 





KILLED BY HER HUSBAND.

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HAPPENINGS IN ENGLAND 


A BOLD TORY BID FOR THE VOTES 
OF PROTECTIONISTS. 
LORD SALISBURY’S SPEECH IN LONDON— 
MR. STEAD MAKES A STRONG APPEAL 
TO THE JURY TO ACQUIT HIM, 

Lonpon, Nov. 4.—Lord Salisbury deliy- 
ared a speech in Victoria Hall, London, this 
evening. He denied that the Tories wished to 
tax cereals, but said that free trade should not 
prevent an arrangement of duties in order to 
place England on a footing with other nations. 
To take a hypothetical case, if Spain refused to 
admit English manufactures, but admitted those 
of other countries, the raising of the duties on 
Spanish wines by Engiand would not be an in- 
fringement of free trade principles, but would 
be a justifiable retaliation. Nor should England 
pe prevented from altering her tariffs in order 
to penefit her colonies. The speech is considered 
a bold bid for the protectionist vote. 

Sir William.Hart Dyke, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, speaking at Bexley to-day, said that 
the Conservatives were determined to avoid co- 
ercing Ireland if possible. 

The trial of Mr. W. T. Stead, editor of the 
Pail Mall Gazette; Mr. Sampson Jacques, of 
the same newspaper; Mr. Bramwell Booth, of 
the Salvation Army; Mme. Louise Mourey, 
and Mrs. Rebecca Jarrett, defendants in the 
Armstrong abduction case, Was resumed to-day 
at the Central Criminal Court before Justice 
Lopes. Mr. Charles Russsell, counsel for the de- 
fense, declared that taking the child Eliza away 
with her mother’s consent was not crime, but 
the Judge held otherwise. Mr. Stead, who acts 
as his own counsel, made a powerful speech to 
the jury, dwelling particularly on the righteous- 
ness of his motives in his transactions respecting 
tbe girl Eliza, and defended the action of Mrs. 
Jarrett in refusing to betray her confederates. 

Mr. Stead claimed that the revelations of the 
Pall Mall Gazette aroused the indignation of the 
public and enabled the Attorney-General to 
secure the passage of the Criminal Law Amend- 
ment bill so as to reach such cases as were men- 
tioned in the Gazette. 

Mr. Jacques, one of the defendants, here arose 
and exclaimed, excitedly: ** He now prosecutes 
you for it!” Mr. Stead said: “Hush!” Mr. 
Jacques would not be quieted, and repeated the 
expression. Justice Lopes remarked to him: 
* You are very indiscreet.” 

Mr. Stead concluded his address by saying: 
“If the jury returns a verdict of guilty, I will 
not appeal the case, but. will bear the punish- 
ment imposed upon me by the court without 
fiinching.”” Applause greeted this declaration.

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THE BALKAN WAR CLOUDS. 
TURKEY STILL ACTIVELY PREPARING FOR 
WAR-—THE PORTE UNEASY. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 4.—The War Office 
¢ontinues its active war preparations, indicating 
that the Porte is not fully satisfied that the pow- 
ers will peacefully settle the Roumelian ques- 
tion at the conference which is about to assem- 
ble here. The latest enrolled Redifs have been 
mobilized into a reserve corps. 

The Porte has appointed Server Pasha second 
delegate to the Balkan conference. The Porte 
wishes the conference to open under the au- 
spices of.a union of the powers on the matters in- 
volved. Said Pasha, the new Turkish Foreign 
Minister, has induced M. de Nelidoff, the Russian 
Ambassador, to be less determined to depose 
Prince Alexander, of Bulgaria. The Porte is 
urging Sir William’ White, who continues to act 
as the British Ambassador, to ask England for 
fresh instructions respecting its line of action at 
the proposed Balkan conference, s0 .as to render 
a compromise on the Bulgaro-Roumelian ques- 
tion possible. : 

The attitude of England. regarding the Rou- 
melian difficulty ‘causes much uneasiness to the 
Porte. The Porte’believes that. Lord Salisbury, 
the English .Prime Minister, does not want to 
weaken any’of the .Balkan States -because as 
constituted they ‘form a barrier {against Russian 
schemes, At theJlast meeting of the Ambassa- 
dors Sir “William White. energetically-opposed 
the proposition to restore the status quo ante in 
the.Balkans. The powers.are-certain to disagree 
on this.subject. Italy has-tried-and failed to re- 
store accord among the.powers on the matter. 
The Porte fears that Austria will abandon her 
present policy, which would greatly increase the 
difficulties. of the situation.

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A TALE OF BARBARITY. 
BSS 
INHUMAN TREATMENT: OF AN AGED WIDOW 
Y HER.RELATIVES. 
New-HAveEn,:Conn., Nov. 4.—Dr. C. B.. 
Adams, New-Haven agent.of the Connecticut 
Humane Society,-bas-been visiting the towns of 
Southington, and: Cheshire,,and his investiga- 
tions have~brought.to light what is said to be 
one-of themost.remarkable cases of cruelty on 


recordin this State. Through theefforts of Dr. 
Adams Mrs. Aaron Brooks, a widow, 84 years of 
Age, was taken to-day from the house of George. 
Peck, Jr., of Cheshire, and placed in the South- 
ington Almshouse. Three years ago Mrs. Brooks 
Owned » small farm in Southington, and was, 
besides, in receipt.of a pension of $96 a year, 
from the-Government, her husband having been 
aaa in the American Army in the war of 


Mrs. Brooks, felt that she was growing feeble 
and unable to care for her property, and she de- 
cided to turn her little farmin Southington over 
to that township in trust, in return for which 
she was to receive her support from the town. 
She has no near relative in Southington, and her 
reason for thus disposing of herself and her be- 
longings was an unwillingness to intrust herself 
to the care of her niece, who had married’ 
George Peck, Jr.,and lived .in the neighboring 
township of Cheshire. The Southington au-. 
thorities accepted the trust, but, much to Mrs. 
Brooks’s surprise. she was intrusted to the 
Pecks,..who agreed to accommodate her for $175 
a2 year. 

For three years her old friends saw nothing of 
her. Recently Dr.. Adams received a letter from 
Cheshire residents telling him that the old lady 
was being treated most shamefully. He visited 
the Pecks’ house, forced anentrance into the 
building, and made his way into a room, where 
he saw a woman cowering upon the floor. Her 
clothing was nothing more than rags, and even 
the old shawl over her .shoulders was full of 
holes. The floorreeked with filth. Bones of all 
kinds, dirt, and refuse were lying about in heaps, 
and emitted.a sickening stench. On a_ broken 
chair a dirty dish held the woman’s rations for 
the day—a piece of cold salt mackerel and a bit 
ot potato. Atin cup, black with grime, was 
half filed°with milk. : 

In answer to his questions the woman told 
her visitor that she was Mrs. Brooks, and she 
burst into tears as she told of cruelty and priva- 
tions inflicted upon her. She was the filthiest 
and most miserable looking being the Humane 
Society agent had ever seen. She told Dr. 
Adams that she-had been kept a prisoner in her 
room and had been struck and beaten by her 
jailers frequently. Her food had been wretched 
and insufficient.always..She had had justenough 
to keep her alive. Her story is borne out by the 


fact that the neighbors had not seen her for. 


2 Year, nor did they know that she was alive until 
shefwas noticed when tie Pecks moved from 
one house to another, afew months ago. When 
she was seen notice was sent to Dr. ‘Adams, and 
this secured her release. The Humane Society 
has not yet decided whether to prosecute the 
Pecks-or not.

ed 
A LETTER TO UNITED STATES DISTRICT AT- 
TORNEY DORSHEIMER, 

George Bliss, one of William S, Warner’s 
counsel, has stated once or twice during the 
examination of his client before United States 
Commissioner Shields that he understood that 
District Attorney Dorsheimer contemplated tak- 
ing Warner's case before the Grand Jury with- 
out waiting for a decision by Commissioner 
Shields. Col. Bliss sent the following letter to 
Mr. Dorsheimer yesterday: 

NEW-YORK, Novy. 2, 1885. 
The Hon. William Dorsheiner, United states Attorney: 

DEARSIR: Aftera consultation with Messrs. Ashbel 
Green, James C. Carter, Charles Fk. MacLean, and C. B. 
Alexander, who have been the counsel of Mr. William 
Ss. Warner in the litigation, civil and criminal, which 
has been brought against him, I have been requested 
to address you with reference to one feature of the 
proceedings now pending in the United States Court. 

When there is reason to suppose that any person has 
committed a crime two courses are open to the prose- 
cuting officer; one is to procure «u warrant from a Com- 
missioner and to cause the immediate arrest of the 
accused; the other is to wait tilla Grand Jury con- 
venes and to procure his indictment by that body. The 
former course is the one universally recognized as 
most in accordance with justice and the spirit of our 
law, because it affords to the uccused an opportunity 
before the stigma of an indictment is inflicted upon 
him to meet and explain what may appear to be sus- 
pictous in the facts alleged against him, and to satisfy 
the magistrate and prosecuting oficer—who necessa- 
rily acts only on partia! testimony—that he has been 
guilty of no offense. So generally is this recog- 
nized as the proper course that Grand Juries 
are—in the State courts, «at least—frequently 
cautioned to look with suspicion upon complaints 
which have not been first passed upon by acommitting 
magistrate. I think I do not err in saying that in the 
United States courts cases of importance against per- 
sons who have stood weil in the community arein 
practice always brought first before a Commissioner 
unless in a special case thereis some good affirmative 
reason why the contrary course should be pursued. 
Acting doubtless in accord with this practice and with 
the sentiment of fairness to which 1 have referred, 
you, when you deemed it your duty a short 
time since to institute criminal proceedings against 
Mr. William 8. Warner, went personally before Com- 
missioner shields and on your own afiidavit obtained a 
warrabt for hisarrest. Mr. Warner, learning of the 
issue of the warrant, appeured without actual arrest, 
gave bail, and demanded an examination, which has 
been going on since Oct. 22, and which the accused and 
his counsel have sought to facilitate and expedite, so 
far as was consistent with the admission of only what 
they reyarded as legalevidence. Your representative 
has daily, after an hour ortwo devoted tothe exami- 
nation, found himself without witnesses and on his 
request adjournments have been had. ‘he case now 
stands adjourned to Noy. 5 


In this condition of things counsel have been some- 
what astonished to hear reports that it was your inten- 
tion ineffect toabandon the proceedings you have 


yourself instituted before the committing magistrate, 
and without allowing Mr. Warner any opportunity to 
explain the matters charged against him to seek to 
procure his indictment by the Grand Jury, 

Inthe name of fair dealing and a decent administra- 
tion of justice we protest against any transfer of the 
case of Mr. Warner from Commissioner Shields to the 
, Grand Jury until the examination is completed, and 
the accused and the Government have alike had an op- 
portunity to present their evidence. We are aware 
that such a transfer has sometimes been made, and we 
are not disposed to deny that in some cases it is justifia- 
ble. though it is always the subject of criticism. But it 
can only be justifiable where the accused delays and pro- 
longs the examination or where the result of awaiting 
its termination will beto deprive the Government of 
the opportunity to place the case speedily before the 
Grand Jury. There may be other justifiable grounds 
forsuchan abandonment ofa proceeding instituted 
by the District Attorney, but they do not occur to us. 
Certainly no such reasons can apply to the case of Mr. 
Warner. Onhis behalf we offer.as we nave already 
offered, togoon with the examination before Mr. 
Shields from day today, devotingus muchof cach 
day to itasthe engagements of yourself or your as- 
sistants will permit. We will not seek to prolong the 
examination one moment beyond what is necessary to 
present the questions of fact and of law which are per- 
tinent; we will be promptly ready with our evidence. 
We will so far as we can consistently with 
the preservation of the legal rights of the accused 
waive all merely technical objections. Weare con- 
fident the examination can,if your office co-operates, 
be closed within three or four days, and certainly be- 
fore the Grand Jury, which meets on Wednesday, will 
naturally adjourn for the term. Under these cir- 
cumstances we respectfully insist that itis your duty, 
asan officer charged with the enforcement of the 
laws, but bound to regard the rights of the citizen, 
not to place Mr. Warner’s case before the Grand 
Jury until the examination before Mr. Shields has 
reached its natural close. if we have not then suc- 
ceeded in convincing both you and Commissioner 





Shields that Mr. Warner has committed no offense we 
shali not complain of ‘any action you may feel bound 
» take. 

"ie et so strongly that the course we suggest is the 
only one that can fairly be taken by:a prosecuting 
officer who means to do his whole duty at once to the 
‘Government and the citizen, and who does not seek 
ypopular applause at the expense of justice, that we 
should hardly feel at liberty to urge these considera- 
tionsupon you were it not for the fact that on applica- 
tion to your assistant, who bas been in immediate 
charge of the case during your absence, we failed to 
obtain from him any denial of the truth of the report 
to which we have referred. We would be pleased to 
have your answer at or before the time fixed for the 
continuance of the examination before Mr. Shields.

CHINAMEN DRIVEN OUT. 
TURNED FROM THEIR HOUSES IN WASHING- 
TON TERRITORY. 

PoRTLAND, Oregon, Nov. 4.—A dispatch 
from Tacoma, Washington Territory, dated 
Nov. 3, says: “This being the day set for the 








Chinese to leave, at a signal given at 
9:30 A. M. many hundred citizens con- 
gregated and marched in an orderly 
manner along the streets to the Chinese 


houses, ordering the occupants to pack their 
goods and leave. The order was complied with. 
By 5 o’clock P. M. their goods were packed and 
joaded on drays, and the Chinese were march- 


ing along by the side of loaded wagons 
en route to Lake View, nine miies south of here, 
The Chinese merchants were given until 


Wednesday morning to pack their goods, each 
store being allowed three assistants. One hun- 
dred and ninety-seven Chinese reached Lake 
View about 7 o’clock P. M., and camped in va- 
canthouses. It is not known whether they will 
take the morning train for Portland, but they 
probably will. Many of them are walking south 
on the railroad track. Citizens have sent to the 
Chinese provisions to last until morning. No 
trouble has occurred. 

The Grand Jury of King County, Washington 
Territory, has just been reconvened to meet at 
Salem by order of the court, which fact causes 
much speculation. It is asserted that the jury 
was reconvened in anticipation offtserious trouble 


should the Chinese refuse to leave on the 
date fixed by the _ so-called Workingmen’s 
League. The factis that the Distriet Attorney 


and the Grand Jury have discovered the identity 
ot certain leaders of the alleged labor league, 
and they will be indicted under sections of 
the United States Revised Statutes, which 
provide for the punishment of those who 
-have intimidated foreigners. They will be pros- 
-ecuted under the Civil Rights act to the full ex- 
tent of thelaw. The Grand Jury will have a 
number of witnesses who will swear to personal 
‘intimidation. A treaty is considered equivalent 
to the law of the Jand, the District Attorney 
will bold, and each and every United States of- 
ficer in the civil service will so enforce the law. 

SEATTLE, Washington Territory, Nov. 4. 

—The jury in the case of the United States 
against Perry Bayne, alter being out 30 minutes, 
returned at 7 o’clock last night with a verdict of 
not guilty. Bayne is one of seven men who 
were indicted for murder in the first degree for 
the killing of two Chinamen recently at Squak.

Ever since his birth lit- 
tle Tommy has been afflicted with the disease of 
dermatolysis or cutis pendula. He is 12 years 
oldand weighs about 75 pounds. The skin of 
any partof his body isas elastic as rubber, and 
may be raised from his back to the height of 
tbree and one-half inches without inconven- 

-ience. One may take hold of his scalp on the 
top of his head and raisc it up two 
inches. He experiences no pain when his 
skin is stretched, but saysit tickles, * There 
are but two cases in history which can compare 
with this one,” said a doctor to-day, ** and those 
were not inherited from birth, nor were either 
of them as curious or phenomenal as this. In 
this case the skin of the subject lies perfectly 
normal, and when pulled or stretched flies back 
-to its place with the elasticity of rubber, while 
the other cases I speak of were simply cases of 
‘cutis pendule,’ or hanging cuticle."

| DEMOCRATS CHAGRINED AT GOV. 


HILL’S SMALL MAJORITY. 
THE BROOKLYN REPUBLICANS GAIN ONE 
REPRESENTATIVE IN THE STATE SEN- 
ATE AND LOSE TWO ASSEMBLYMEN. 

. Not only were che politicians surprised 
by the result of the election in Brooklyn, but 
the mass of the people were astownded at Whit- 
ney’s large majority for Mayor. Up to the time 
that the polls were closed on Tuesday, it was 
confidently believed that Gen. Woodward, the 
independent candidate, had polled from 20,000 to 
25,000 votes, and his small total of 12,537 remains 
unexplained. Many well posted politicians ex- 
pected that the fight would be entirely between 
Woodward and Whitney, and that Catlin would 
make a bad third. The corrected returns show 
that Whitney got 48,851 votes; Catlin, 36,827, and 
Woodward, 12,537, making Whitney’s majority 
over Catlin, 12,024. That Woodward’s canvass 
injured the Republican candidate for Mayor is 
an undoubted fact, Woodward drawing almost 
twice as many votes from the Republican ranks 
as from the Democratic. 

In the Senate the Kings County Republicans 
gaip one representative—Jacob Wortil defeating 
his Democratic opponent, McCarren, in the 
Fourth Senatorial District. With this accession 
Kings County sends. two Republican Senators 
to Albany, Worth and Griswold, and the Second 
Senatorial District sends James F. Pierce, a 
Democrat. Mr. Pierce had no opponent. His 
vote has not yet been reported, but he drew out 
the full strength of his party in his district. 

In the Assembly the Republicans lose two rep- 
resentatives. In the Tenth Assembly District 


James Taylor, (Rep.,) the present Assemblyman 
from that district, ran for re-election, and was 
beaten by a small majority by John B. Longley. 
In the Eleventh, Assemblyman Heath (Rep.) 
failed to get the renomination, and James R. 
Allaben, who was put up inin his place, was 
beaten by Henry D. Hotchkiss by only 80 votes. 
Up toa late hour on Tuesday night, with one dis- 
trict missing, Allaben had a majority of 29, but 
the missing district gave the election to the Dem- 
ocrat. In the Ninth Assembly District James A. 
Brown (Rep.) will succeed Lewis A. Myers, 
(Rep.,) the present incumbent, Brown being 
elected by a majority of 2,522 over W. W. Garry. 
Brown, therefore, will be the only Republican 
Assemblyman from Kings County. There were 
three last year.

TWO STATE SENATORS GAINED BY THE RE- 
PUBLICANS. 


New-Jersey Republicans gained a sub- 
stantial victory at the polls on Tuesday. The 
result of the election, in a nutshell, is that the 
Republicans have gained two State Senators, 
which probably means the re-election of Will- 
iam J. Sewell to the United States Senate in 1887. 
Inthe Assembly the Democrats gained three, 


but, as Assemblymen hold office only one year, 
this Assembly will not vote for United States 
Senator. The State Senate now contains, with the 
new members, 13 Republicans and 8 Democrats, 
and the Assembly, 33 Republicans and 27 Demo- 
crats, giving the Republicans a majority of 11 
on joint ballot. The surprise of the day was 
the election of George H. Large, (Rep.,.) in Hunt- 
erdon County, by 650 majority. Hunterdon 
County was considered the stronghold of the 
Democracy in New-Jersey, and gave Cleveland 
a majority of 2,007. ln Hudson County, Wolbert, 
the independent candidate for Surrogate, of 
whom s0 much was expected, polled only 1,882 
votes, and McAvoy, the ring candidate of the 
Democracy, was elected by 911 plurality, 

The arrest yesterday morning of William 
Howe, a Clerk of Election in the Seventh Assem- 
bly District, Hudson County, for ballot-box 
stuffing, caused a great deal of excitement in 
Jersey City and gave risetoarumor that the 
returns from several other districts in the county 
had been tampered with. Col. P. Farmer Wan- 
ser, the Republican candidate for Surrogate, has 
announced that he will test the claims of Mc- 
Avoy to the Surrogateship. 

The Assemblymen elected in Hudson County 
are as follows: First District—R, B. Seymour 
(Rep.) has a majority of 101 over EK. J. Me- 
Laughlin, (Dem.) Second District — Philip

AFFAIRS OF RAILROADS 
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THE WEST SHORE LEASE. 
IMPORTANT MEETING IN ALBANY YESTER- 
DAY—LAWYER MARSHALL, OF NEW- 
YORK, FILES A PROTEST. 

ALBANY, Nov. 4.—The combination of 
the New-York Central and West Shore Railroads 
was ratified by the stockholders of the former 
company ata special meeting to-day. President 
Depew, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Fred W. Vander- 
bilt, Cyrus W. Field, E. D. Worcester, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, C. C. Clarke, and Horace J. Hayden 
came up from the metropolis in W. H. Vander- 
bilt’s private dining coach. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt presided at the meeting. After Mr. Depew 
had briefly stated its object he offered a resolu- 
tion that the stockholders proceed to ballot 
relative*to ratifying and confirming the pro- 
posed action of the Board of Directors. 

Mr. L. Marshall, a young New-York lawyer, 
created a little stir by saying: “In behalf of 
the 829 shares of the capital stock of the Central 
Hudson Road which I represent I would ask if 
it is the intention of the Directors to continue 
to operate the West Shore Road ?”

“Give me a list of the stockholders that you 
represent," nervously exclaimed Mr. Field. ‘I 
will buy up every share of it at the present 
market value.” Mr. Field drew an old Jeather 
card case out of his trousers pocket. ‘* Here's 
my card,” he said, poking a piece of pasteboard 
with his name upon it under Lawyer Marshall's 
coatisleeve, “Ill give you a check at once for 
every dollar of stock that you represent.” 

Before the sale was made balloting began. 
More than $60,000,000 worth of stock was voted 
in favor of leasing the West Shore. Marshall’s 
329 shares were the only shares-againstit. His 
protest was promptly tabled, and the great rail- 
road deal was practically consummated. 

In reference to Mr. Marshali’s protest Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt said to a reporter: ‘It is 
preposterous. It will not amount to anything. 
He says that this consolidation will cause a 
shrinkage in the value of his stock when 
everybody knows that Central has been jump- 
ing up ever since this matter of merging the 
rouds was talked of.’ Mr. Marshall asserted 
that the whole thing was void. He had entered 
his protest and voted in the negative. He did 
not know what course of action the parties

THE NEW-JERSEY TAX CASES. 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 4.—The arguments 
before the Supreme Court in the railroad tax 
case will not be begun until rext Tuesday. The 
court was filled with railroad lawyers yesterday. 
Attorney-General Stockton and other lawyers 
appeared in behalf of the State. The Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey was represented by F, 
B. Gowen, ex-Secretary Robeson, George K. 
Archer, ex-Chancegllor Williamson, and Robert 
De ¥orrest. Ex-Gov. Bedle appeared alone for 
the Morris and Essex and three other branches 
of the Delaware and Lackawanna. Ex-Chan- 
cellor Williamson informed the court that he 
was in charge of more than 20 of the tax cases, 
and he asked that the argument of the first be 
postponed on the ground that the evidence was 
not all printed, and he was not prepared to go 
before the court without it. 

Barker Gummere, for the State, said that there 
were two questions to be settled by the court. 
They were the fundamental questions upon’ 
which the case rested and with which 
the evidence was not connected. They could 
be discussed at once, being simply whether 
the act creating the State Board of Assessors is 
constitutional, and, if so, whether the law was 
legally carried out inthe method of taxing the 
franchises of the corporations. The State's 
necessity of revenue rendered it desirable that 
these cases should be disposed of as speedily as 
possible. After arguments on these points the 
counsel could arrange as to tho order in which 
the several cases could be taken up. The court 
announced that the fundamental question ap- 
plied to all the cases and should be argued first. 
The counsel were advised to consult among 
themselves and agree upon a planof procedure.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this city, increasing 
cloudiness, with local rains, generally 
warmer. 














The President has named two members 
of the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission—Mr. ALFRED P. EDGERTON, of 
Fort Wayne, Ind., in place of Mr. Eaton, 
and Mr. WiLLIAM L. TRENHOLM, of Charles- 
ton, 8. C., in place of Dr. GReGory. Mr. 
EDGERTON is not very much known in the 
East, but his standing in the West is of 
the highest. His intimate association 
with Chief-Justice Wa1TE and his indorse- 
ment by that eminent jurist are very 
strong proofs of his superior qualifica- 
tions. Mr. TRENHOLM has made a na- 
tional reputation for ability, intelligence, 
and independence by his’ speeches 
and writings on the silver question. It 
was due to his masterly exposition of the 
principles of sound finance that the 
Southern Commercial Convention voted 
to recommend the suspension of silver 
coinage. Though Mr. TRENHOLM has not 
been publicly identified with the work of 
civil service reform, he can be trusted not 
to have undertaken it without thorough 
sympathy with its purposes and entire 
confidence in its practical enforcement. 
The fact that the two new Commissioners 
are taken from the Central Western and 
from the Southern seaboard States is a 
distinct advantage to the reform, since, 
with the careful and faithful enforce- 
ment of the law, the reform will be 
greatly strengthened in those sections. 








Of the two Civil Service Commissioners 
whose places have now been filled by the 
President Mr. EaTon has long been iden- 
tified with the reform. Dr. GrReGory, 
who was first publicly connected with it 
by his appointment to the commission, 
has not been so prominently -before the 
public. It is due to him to say that to the 
very trying and difficult work that the 
commission has had to perform he has 
contributed not only zeal and activity but 
great practical capacity and intelligent 
appreciation of the requirements of the 
wervice, 








The most deplorable result of Tuesday’s 
¢oting is the election of Henry W. Booxk- 
BTAVER, the counsel and candidate of Jay 


GOULD, to be a Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas. 


We fully agree with the views which 
Sudge DITTENHoEFER expresses, in a let- 
ter elsewhere printed, upon the subject of 
** trading off” candidates and ‘‘ bunching” 
irregular ballots. Ballot box stuffing is a 
penal offense, but for a Republican or a 
Democrat to distribute as “straight”

obstruct and prevent the expression of 
the popular will at the polls, and it isnone 
the less criminal and is all the more dan- 
gerous in that it is a trick practiced chiefly 
upon ignorant voters. To ‘‘ scratch” acan- 
didate or bolt oneis a freeman’s right, often 
his duty;. but to induce voters to make 
merchandise of their suffrages, as is done 
by the “ trading” district leaders, or to 
deceive them into aiding the election of 
a candidate not of their party or of their 
free choice should be made a penal offense. 
A law prescribing a fine and imprison- 
ment for these offenses would be easy of 
enforcement. It is a great pity that such 
a law was not in force on Tuesday. Some 
of the Republican leaders who sold out 
Mr. JACOBUS are just fit for the peniten- 
tiary. 











Gov. HILL’s workers in Chemung seem 
to have had more*fhoney than discretion. 
A reasonable Democratic gain in the Gov- 
ernor’s home county would have passed 
as a pleasant compliment, and quite a 
natural one, notwithstanding the some- 
what questionable esteem in which Mr. 
HIxt is held where he is best known. But 
the business of securing an ‘‘ indorse- 
ment” for the candidate among his neigh- 
bors was clearly overdone. Mr. BLAINE 
had 5,198 votes in Chemung, and a 
majority of 479. Mr. DAVENPORT, as 
the Republican candidate for Controller 
in 1883, got 3,705 votes, a majority of 82 
over CHAPIN. Mr. HILL’s vote rises to the 
suspiciously high figure of 5,777, and his 
majority in the county is 1,827, against 
691 for Jones. Only phenomenally credu- 
lous persons will believe that 1,000 voters 
of Chemung who did not vote for Mr. 


CLEVELAND last year were induced by con- 


siderations less tangible than greenbacks to 
cast their ballots for HILL. Chemung will 





be a good field for a Senatorial investiga- 
tion this Winter. 








The hostility of the French Canadians 


in Montreal to sanitary regulations gives 
no sign of abatement. A Frenchman and 
his wife have repulsed with revolvers an 
attempt of the police to take to the hos- 


pital a child suffering from smallpox, 


while the neighbors whom this suc- 


cessful resistance exposed to _ infec- 
tion cheered the rebellious parents. 
Considering the stories that have been 
told of the smallpox hospitals in Mon- 
treal it is not wonderful that these peo- 
ple should have resisted the taking of 
their child to one of these hospitals. But, 
unfortunately, the people who wiil not 
permit patients to be taken to the hos- 
pital equally refuse to take any precautions 
at home. The wonder is that the epi- 


demic that has now afiiicted Montreal has 
not occurred before. 











The Government has by no means done 
its duty in respect to the protection of 
Chinamen on the Pacific coast. Itis now 
announced that an indictment will be 
found under the statutes and the treaty 
with China against persons who have been 
intimidating the Chinese in Oregon. This 
threat might put a stop to intimidation if 
there were good reasons for believing that 
the Government meant what it said. But 
on the same day with this report comes 
another from Washington Territory de- 
scribing how the Chinese were driven out 
of Tacoma for no reason except that the 
mob objected to them. Nor can anybody 
have forgotten that for no other reason a 
number of Chinamen were not long ago 
murdered by a mob in Wyoming. So 
long as these murders are ufayenged it is 


idle to expect that less violent forms of 
intimidation will be discontinued. 








The most idiotic explanation of the 
Republican defeat is that ‘‘ the stalwarts 
did it.” It is quite possible that the stal- 
warts have ‘‘ long memories and sharp 
blades.” So had the Mamelukes. But 
they are dead. 








THE RESULT OF A “ DEAL,” 


The returns for the election in this city 
make it perfectly plain that if the Repub- 
lican county ticket had been fairly and 
honestly supported it would have been 
elected, with the possible exception of 
one Coroner. It was certainly sold out or 
traded off to the extent of from 5,000 to 
8.000 votes by somebody. The benefit of 
the trade accrued entirely to the Tam- 
many organization, and it is easy to con- 
jecture who did the trading on the Re- 
publican side. It was the old machine 


leaders, sometimes irreverently known as 
the Arthur gang, of whom the most 
prominent and active is JoHN J. O'BRIEN, 
and among the less powerful but equally as- 
siduous are BaRNEY BIGLIN and MIKE 
CRiGAN, 

e¢ These men and others of the same stripe 
have been accustomed to deal with the 
agents of Tammany for a share in mu- 
nicipal plungler, and they would at any 
time prefer to see Tammany in control 
rather than to have the public offices in 
the hands of Republicans from whom they 
could expect nothing. Mr. JacoBus has 
never been one of their kind, and they 
had no sympathy with his avowed pur- 
poses any more than they had with the 
straightforward character of Mr. ASTEN, 
They desired the election of neither of 
these men and were perfectly willing to 
sacrifice Mr. GorBEL with them. That 
they deliberately sold out the county 
ticket in some kind of a deal with -Tam- 
many is evident from the figures. 

It is generally admitted that the State 
ticket was ‘‘run straight” by all parties, 
and the Republican vote of 75,554 may be 
taken as fairly representing the party 
strength in the contest on a full vote. 
There was a considerable falling off from 
the total in the vote on the county ticket, 
amounting to about 5,000 votes on County 
Clerk, 7,500 on President of the Board of 
Aldermen, and 8,500 on Sheriff. Inno 
case ought the Republicans to have borne 
more than one-third of this deficiency, 
which would have left their vote on 
the county ticket not far from 72,000. 
The County Democracy vote seems 
to have ,been not far from 60,000. 
PATTERSON had over 63,000; DontIn, for 
Coroner, a little more than 60,000; Krxr- 
NAN, who was admitted to be stronger than 
his faction, had 64,000 and more, and 








DaYTON just below 60,000. Wurrs, for

niably ‘‘crooked” is also an attempt to | connectjon 
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with the offal contracts, but 
his vote was just short of 59,000. 

Deducting 60,000 as the County De- 
mocracy contingent from the vote for 
Hin, we have 63,566 as the strength of 
Tammany and Irving Hall, Excepting 
Levy, who evidently drew many votes 
from AUTENRIETH and WELCH, the Tam- 
many candidates for Coroners received 
about 65,000 votes, It is clear that 65,000 
is a liberal allowance for the legiti- 
mate Tammany vote, while that of the 
Republicans ought to have been above 
rather than below 70,000. And yet we 
find Grant, for Sheriff, on the record with 
70,748, and Jacopus with only 61,167; 
Nooney, for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, with 71,479, and ASTEN with 
but 60,565. Certainly not less than 6,000, 
and more probably from 7,000 to 8,000, 
votes were traded off to Tammany by 
Republican managers and workers for the 
benefit of its county ticket. This it was, 
and this alone, that defeated the Republic- 
an candidates and gave Tammany posses- 
sion of the important county offices and 
the Presidency of the Board of Alder- 
men. This ought to convince the 
honest Republicans of this city what 
it is that they owe to the so-called 
local leaders of the party. If they are to 
achieve anything in the work of elevating 
and improving the administration of the 
affairs of the city they must get rid of the 
O’Briens, the Biglins, and the Cregans, 
who are in character and methods the 
precise counterpart of the Tammany 
workers, and who join with the latter 
whenever it is necessary in order to de- 
feat the efforts of respectable citizens to 
rescue the Government of the city from 
its plunderers, 








PARTIES AND THE ELECTION. 


One of the minor organs of the Democ- 
racy in New-York City yesterday distrib- 
uted on all the news stands a colored 
print of a rooster with a contented air, 
and the legend, ‘‘ No mugwumps need ap- 
ply.” The principal organ of the same 
party in the city was filled with very 
saucy lessons to President CLEVELAND, 
calling his attention to the fact that the 
Democrats had won without his help, 
that they had elected a real Democrat and 





no make-believe, that the influence of the 
Administration had been thrown against 
the party by the retention of men like 


Messrs. BurT and PEARSON, who were al- 
leged to have voted the Republican ticket, 


and that while the party was willing to 
give the President credit for good inten- 
tions he should take notice that he must 
change his course and cease to put faith 
in the hero-worship of the independents. 
At the samé time the once powerful 
but now singularly despised Sun followed 
the cue given it by its younger but much 
more potent rival the World, and calmly 
informed the President that the Democ- 
racy had won in New-York because it was 
generally recognized, in effect, that Mr. 
CLEVELAND had very little influence with 
his own Administration. On the other 
hand, the thick-and-thin Republican organ 
announced that the victory had been won 
by ‘‘ patronage” dispensed by the ‘‘ Civil 
Service Reform Administration.” 

These very different utterances are not 
without significance. They show that the 
Democratic organs, the journals which 
have always represented and sustained 
the party, interpret the victory of Tues- 
day as a condemnation of civil service 
reform and of all that the President has 
taken pains to declare that he believed in 
and intended to live up to. They show, 
also, that the hide-bound Republicans 
have learned nothing by the defeat of the 
best candidate the party has presented 
for the Governorship in many years, and 
intend to purgue the same policy they 
have heretofore pursued, condemning all 
that is best in the Democratic Party and 
clinging to all that is out of date, and, 
so far as concerns the present time, to ail 
that is worst in the Republican Party. 
If the former are to have their way, 
the Democratic Party is to be, as 
it has been for many years, with the ex- 
ception of 1884, a spoils party. If the 
iatter are to have their way the Repub- 
lican Party is to remain, as it has been 
for a number of years, with the partial 
exception of 1885, a party of sectional 
hatred, closed to the influences of the 
present and giving itself up to the ma- 
nipulation of artful demagogues who 
Jead it by appeal to passions, good and 
bad, that ought long since to have been 


repressed. Both of these results are 
likely to be advanced by the result of 
Tuesday’s election, for the mere routine 
politicians of each party will be con- 
firmed by it in their narrow and short- 
sighted view of passing events. 

If this shall turn out to be the case, both 
parties will suffer gradual disintegration. 
The organ’s view of the temper and in- 
tention of neither party is correct. The 
great body of the Democrats may incline 
to the spoils system, but a constantly in- 
creasing proportion of its members reject 
the theory and abhor the practice and 
the consequences of that system. A ma- 
jority of the Republican Party may be- 
lieve in the political bigotry of JOHN 
SHERMAN and Gov, Foraker and JOHN 
LoGAN, but an ever-advancing number of 
Republicans do not believe in it, and seek 
other and nobler ends by different means. 
It is not possible now to define the mode 
in which this progressive change in both 
parties will operate, but that it will 
go on until it effects a decided result 
there is no doubt whatever. This 
is plain from two facts. If the Dem- 
ocratic managers had thrown off the 
mask before the election as their organs 
did yesterday, and had avowed what was 
the truth, that Mr. HILL was the repre- 
sentative of the opposition to Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s distinctive policy, Mr. HILL could 
not have been elected. Had the Repub- 
lican Party made a platform decently 
just to the President and kept Jonn Lo- 
GAN and Judge ForRAKER out of the State 
and sealed Mr. Carr’s lips, and en- 
gaged (at whatever cost) the silence of 
Mr. Evarts and the Tribune, Mr. Daven- 
PORT would have been elected. In other 
words, let the politicians ignore or deny 
it as they choose, there is in New-York 
and throughout the country a body of in- 
dependent voters who will incline toward 





any party that fairly deserves their suv- 


¥ 


port, and whichever party shall in the 
long run invite that support by substantial 
guarantees will gain it and will win, 








THE DOLPHIN, 

After many trials and much tribula- 
tion the Dolphin is to be made, condition- 
ally at least, a Government vessel, and no 
doubt she will soon find her way per- 
manently to the Navy Register under the 
agreement just entered into by Secretary 
WHITNEY. 

In making this arrangement the Secre- 
tary does not revoke his former objections 
to the Dolphin, nor in any way throw dis- 
credit upon the Belknap board, whose 
strictures, after a rigid examination, 
formed the basis of his adverse conclusions. 
The result now reached is due to the fair- 
ness and common sense which Mr. WHIT- 
NEY has all along applied to the consid- 
eration of the Roach cruisers, and 
which recently led him to provide for 
finishing the Chicago, Atlanta, and Boston 
on terms just and advantageous to the 
contractor and the public, He takes her 
because, even if not completed according 
to the contract, she is still a piece of 
property. ‘‘upon which the Government 
has a lien for amounts largely in excess 
of any sum likely to be realized from an 
enforcement thereof.” Hence, the Gov- 
ernment is pursuing its own interests in 
taking possession of her, leaving for sub- 
sequent adjudication the question wheth- 
er she‘was or was not built according to 
the contract. If unused she deteriorates; 
if knocked down at auction for mercan- 


tile purposes after being built as a naval 
vessel she would be simply sacrificed. 
Secretary WHITNEY’s conclusion is. cer- 


tainly considerate to the contractor as 
well as for the interest of the “Govern- 


ment. 
Making the best of a bad business, the 
navy will find in its new acquisition, not 


an addition to its fighting force, but at 
least a new steel vessel builé on modern 


plans and fitted up with - modern ap- 
pliances. Though her speed is much in- 
ferior to that which vessels of a like dis- 
placement have attained, she is faster 


than any vessel now inthe navy. This 


fact, joined to her spacious accommoda- 
ions, should make her serviceable as a 
dispatch boat or as a flagship for an Ad- 
miral commanding a fleet in time of 
peace, provided she has been or can be 


made thoroughly seaworthy. It has been 
stated by the Belknap board that many 


of the defects and shortcomings originally 
pointed out in her have been repaired. 


Much of the complaint of structural 


weakness could apparently be remedied 
by devices for strengthening. The de- 
cision as to whether the expense of making 
needful alterations should rest upon the 
contractor or the Government is one for 
due consideration, in which the degree of 
responsibility falling upon the Advisory 
Board that planned her will no doubt 
come up. .When Mr. WHITNEY submitted 
the case to Attorney-General GARLAND he 
expressly noted that ‘‘ the contractor has 
been steadily at work” to make satis- 
factory ‘‘the general workmanship and 
finish.” Thus there is reasonable ground 
for supposing that, with all her original 
defects and shortcomings, the Dolphin 
can be made of some service. At all 
events, the Government, under the cir- 
cumstances, considering the extent to 
which payments had already been made 
on the Dolphin under the contracts an- 
thorized b. Secretary CHANDLER, will 
probably do beiter pecuniarily by taking 
her under the present conditional arrange- 
ment than in any other way. 

Meanwhile the original courss of Secre- 
tary WHITNEY has been fully vindicated. 
The refusal to accept the Dolphin as she 
was not only caused the contractor to lay 


out on her at his own expense thousands 
of dollars to bring her up to the contract 
requirements, but to look sharply after 
the workmanship and materials on the 
Chicago, Atlanta, and Boston, which ac- 
cordingly an examining board has since 
entirely approved, 

The Dolphin can now be of one special 
service to the Government. By getting 
her into commission as rapidly as possible 
a close study of the merits and defects of 
this pioneer of our new steel navy, when 


in actual service, may lead to the revision 
of the general plans and the details of the 
vessels that are next to be constructed. 











THE MONUMENTS OF CYRUS, 


Our esteemed contemporary Cyrus W. 
FirLp is once more in trouble; this time 
not in his contemporaneous but in his in- 
dividual capacity. The first man who 
blew up the monument erected by Cyrus, 
at the instigation of Dean STANLEY, to the 
memory of Major ANDRE, died some time 
ago, and the monument has since his 
death been placed on a new and firmer 
base, inscribed: 

Come one, come all; this rock shall fly 

From its firm base assoonaslI. C. W. F.; 
or with some other equally tender and 
affecting sentiment. It has also been sur- 
rounded with ‘‘ additional precautions,” 
which we take to mean an iron fence 
with painfully sharp spikes at the top and 
a patent padlock, 

Yet all these precautions are futile. 
Somebody, eluding the vigilance of Mr. 
FIELD’s hired man, has again put dyna- 
mite under the monument, and. has made, 
speaking after the manner of dynamiters, 
a good job of it. The monument is off 
its base, and the monument and the base 
have suffered injuries so serious that a 
complete rebuilding will be necessary in 
order to vindicate the great principle—by 
the way, what is the great principle? The 
monument was originally erected to com- 
memorate the intimate friendship between 
Mr. Fieitp and the late Dean STANLEY, 
who expressed a wish that there should 
be some memorial of ANDR£&. But when 
the monument was rebuilt, Dean STANLEY 
was dead and could not appreciate the 
deference paid by Mr. FIELD to his wishes. 
The second monument in that case be- 
comes a tribute to the memory of Dean 
StanLey. If Mr, Fietp will put up a 
monument avowetly to the memory of 
Dean STANLEY, he need have no fear that 
it will be blown up. But the prejudice in 
the neighborhood of Tappan against Mr. 
FIELD’s commemoration of his intimacy 





with Dean STranLEy under pretense of 


commemorating Major ANDRE seems in- 
eradicable. 

Of course everybody must regret and 
deplore the illegal violence by which 
either the memory of Major ANDRE or 
the munificence of Mr, FieLp has been, 
so to speak, boycotted. Mr. FieLp has a 
right to build monuments on his own 
land to anybody whose character he ad- 
mires, from BENEDICT ARNOLD to Jay 
GOULD, and nobody has aright to blow 
them up with dynamite. This is so 
plain a proposition that even Mr. Ran- 
som, if he had been elected a Judge, 
would not haye ventured to controvert 
it if Mr. Firup had brought before 
him a civil suit for damages or a crim- 
inal prosecution for malicious mischief. 
As he was not now elected, there is 
scarcely a Judge whom Mr. Fie.p can 
call his own. He is commonly supposed 
to hold one undivided one-tenth of a 
Judge, together with a call on Jay GouLpD 
for enough more to make, with his own 
tenth, a controlling interest. But if Mr. 
FIELD catches the latest vandal, we have 
no doubt that he can procure his punish- 
ment without resorting to a specially 
friendly tribunal.. No Judge, we repeat, 
could lay it down from the bench that a 
proniscuous citizen had the right. to blow 
up monuments simply because they were 
erected by Cyrus W. Firip to the mem- 
ory of JoHN ANDRE. 

There may be some difficulty in catch- 
ing the villain. ‘Whether he is caught or 
not it must be a serious question with Mr. 
FIELD whether he shall rebuild the monu- 
ment a second time. The malignity with 
which the people about Tappan regard 
Mr. FIELD’s monuments to ANDRE appears 
to be settled and permanent. If he has 
made up his mind to defy it Mr. Freip 
may as well order two or three dozen 
André ngonuments and prepare for a 


monthly ‘‘inauguration.” Whether he 
will adopt this course depends upon the 


depth of his reverence for the associated 


memories of Major ANDR& and Dean 
STANLEY. 








THE PLEASURES OF HANGING. 

In the argument of the question of capi- 
tal punishment sociologists have always 
regretted that no person who has been 


hanged has ever described the sénsations 
he experienced fully, and it has always 
been considered that the testimony of 
such a person would have great weight in 


definitely determining the merits of this 
method of execution. But no person who 
has been hanged for crime has ever con- 
sented to record his emotions. 


Now, however, we have one who comes 


back from the rope and details his experi- 
ences minutely, and the result must be an 
immediate discontinuance of the prevailing 
method of execution in this country and 
Great Britain. The gentleman who made 
the experiment finds that hanging, instead 
of being—as has been popularly imag- 
ined—a comparatively painful process, is 
really a pleasurable relaxation, and his 
experience is therefore calculated, not 
to make capital punishment odious, but to 
increase crime by stimulating a passion 


for this mode of exit from things mun- 
dane. The Pall Mall Gazette vouches for 
this experimenter, describing him as a 
member of a ‘‘Suicide Club,” and it is 
to that journal that he relates his story. 
A stout rope, he explains, was secured 
to the rafters of a barn, and he was 
mounted on a chair in the presence of 
several friends and the noose put over 
his head. When the chair was drawn 
from under him there was what he de- 


scribes as a great jerk, and he felt a 
momentary pain in his neck—which can 
hardly be considered extraordinary under 
the circumstances—as though his scarf 
had suddenly become too tight. In an- 
other moment, however, he seemed to be 


transported into a new world, which he 
alleges to have been ‘‘more beautiful 
than anything imagined by the poets.” 
His next statement, that he felt as if he 
were swimming in a sea of oil, recalls 
Ko-Ko’s vague but unpleasant doom 
to something lingering with boiling oil in 
it, though the hanged gentleman asserts 
that the sensation was exquisitely de- 
licious. He fancied himself, he says, 
swimming easily and without the con- 
sciousness of effort toward an island of a 


glorious emerald color, through a sea 
that every instant changed its hue. At 
one moment it seemed a mass of molten 
gold, and the next it wasa vivid blood 
red, changing to all the hues of the rain- 


bow, yellow and red being the predomi- 


nant tints. 

As he swam lazily and contentedly on 
and neared the beautiful island there sud- 
denly sprang out of the ground a number of 
people strangely transfigured, whose faces 
seemed familiar, and a magnificent chorus 
of voices, human and those of birds, burst 
forth. He closed his eyes in ecstasy, he 
alleges, and floated calmly on to the 
shore, where he lay as a child in its 
cradle, But when he opened his eyes the 
magic charm was at once dispelled and 
the divine harmony ceased. The faces 
were still peering at him with eager 
curiosity, but he perceived that they were 
those of his friends, who had cut him 
down. The pain in bis neck was great 
and he felt extremely weak.’ The strange 
part of this story is that when the gentle- 
man who had been hanged informed his 
friends of the blissful emotions he had 
experienced there was no desire mani- 
fested on their part to try the experiment 
themselves. Indeed, he could not induce 
them to be hanged by the most enthusi- 
astic persuasion, and the only reason 
they gave was that the experimenter 
“looked so ghastly” during the process, 

However, we need not expect that 
this personal vanity will deter criminals 
from a desire to experience the sensations 
that the hanged gentleman describes so 
vividly, and it is obvious that to reward 
our murderers with so ecstatic a taking 
off will be to encourage crime.

In addition to inactivity there were 
serious mistakes made. It was @ mistake to 
bring speakers into the canvass who were known 
to favor the revival of sectional issues. New- 
York has shown itself to be tired of those issues, 
and it was especially impolitic to introduce them 


into this canvass, because there were many in- 
dependent and Democratic voters indisposed to 
support Hill who were impelled to vote tor him 
by this revival. To introduce the sectional issue 
could not win votes. It could only repel 
them. It pleased only those who were stanchly 
Republican already, while it offended many who 
were disposed to act with the Republicans until 
thus repelled.

THE GREAT STRIKE IN TEXAS, 


THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR FIRM AND BUSE 
NESS SUFFERING SEVERELY. 

GALVESTON, Nov. 4.—The general strike 

of Knights of Labor in this city continues in full 


force to-night, with no signs of abating. The 
city presents a Sunday-like appearance. The 
railroad shops, freigbt houses, cotton presses. 
and wharves are deserted, and business of every 
kind is at a standstill. An enumeration of the 


boycotters shows that they number 1,700 in this 
city, and perhaps 600 additional along the line of 


the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé Road. Ne 
freight trains arrived in this city to-day, eithe: 
via Santa F6 or the Missouri Pacific Road. The 
Missouri Pacific officials issued orders to all im 
terior agents not to receive cotton for Galves. 
ton until further notice. Inasmuch as this roaq 
at this season of the year brings 5,000 bales «¢ 
cotton daily, the loss of this trade to the citf 
will be enormous if the boycutting holds ou‘ 
very long. There are no signs of weakening orn 
either side, and no steps toward arbitrating the 
matter have been takenas yet. 

The general feeling among the Santa Fé Di- 
rectors, Missouri Pacific officials, and prominent 
business men is decidedly in favor of fighting 
the boycott to the bitter end, no matter what it 
costs. Work on the Mallory wharf progressed 
as usual to-day without police protection. The 
steamship Comal. was loaded and sailed for New- 
York. Information touching the action of the 
Executive Committee of the Knights of Labor it 
isalmost impossible to obtain,every member 
being sworn to scecrecy. It is reported to-night 
that the boycott will be put on all over Texas 
to-morrow, and uo freight will be handled for 
Galveston. The Knights of Labor have deciared 
war on the typographical union of this 
city because they refused to oney the 
order trom e Trades Assembly to 
strike. Certain individual members of the typo- 
graphical union are observing the boycott, and 
the hvening Jribune appears with half a sheet. 
The Knights of Labor issued a half-sheet bul- 
letin this evening advocating their cause and 
scathingly attucking the typographical union, 
especially those members employed on the Gal- 
veston News. Perfect quiet prevails througn- 
out the city. The Knights have detailed 200 of 
their members to act as guards to aid the police 
in. case of necessity and preserve peace. In 
their bulletin they caution members of different 
organizations against resorting to illegal meth- 
ods. 

All indications point toa protracted struggle, 
which is costing the commercial interests of 
Galveston fully $30,000 per day.

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MAKE I1T A PENAL OFFENSE. 
To the Evritor of the New-York Times: 

Perhaps the greatest evil connected with 
our system of holding elections is the facility 
with which candidates are traded off by the 
bunching ané peddling of ballots. In that way 
the unwary voters are led to cast ballots against 
the candidates of their party and in favor of 
their opponents. This is done by the parties 
who have charge of the districts representing 
thatthe ballots peddled out by them contain 
the names of the regular nominees of the party 
and none other.. And where there are so many 
ballots and such a number of names upon many 
of them the intelligent voter is oftentimes de- 
ceived, unless he is one who happens to have 
time and inclination to devote to the study of 
local politics. Until the practice is suppressed 
the result of elections will controlled by 
tricksters, and will not truly indicate the choice 
of the people. There is no reason why the of- 
fense of obtaining votes under false pretenses 
should not be punishable in at least.the same 
degree as the obtaining of money under the 
same circumstances. It should therefore be 
made a penal offense for any one, appointed or 
volunteering to distribute ballots of his party, 
or of a particular candidate, to substitute and 
distribute those of another, without Calling at- 
tention to the change. When this is done the 
days of trading will be over. 2

The representation of “Il Trovatore” 
at the Academy of Music yesterday evening at- 
tracted, as an occasional performance of that 
still popular opera never fails to do, a numer- 
ous and attentive audience. Such a ren- 
dering of Verdi's best known work as 


‘artists of high rank have supplied in the 


past would, if repeated, fill the house for 
a duzen successive nights. People may cavil at 
the absurdities of the libretto, and find more 
naturalness in the newer forms in which tune is 
clothed in the music-drama of the period, but 
there is no escaping the charm of beauti- 
ful melody, and no resisting the force 
of tbe well-marked rhythms and im- 
passioned phrases in which the score of “Il 
Trovatore” abounds, and as long as the feelings 
of men rather than their reasoning powers are 
swayed by sweet sounds so long will operas of 
this type have a hold upon public favor. Last 
evening’s representation, of course, made no 
special appeal to the community. Most of the 
artists engaged in it bad been listened to already 


in their respective réles, and the first aypear- 
ance of the new soprano, not having been her- 
alded by an injudicious flourish of trumpets, 
was awaited with nothing more than mild curi- 
osity. ‘The impression of the performance 
was bettered, in truth, by the spectators’ 
lack of anticipation. n respect of the male 
characiers it was more than ordinarily effective, 
and although the latest accession to Mr. Maple- 
son’s forces did not exactly excite en- 
thusiasm her work denoted intelligence 
and experience, while the Azucena of the 
occasion was, as heretofore, one of the 
very best, in a dramatic sense at any 
rate, that New-York audiences have looked upon 
since the original production of ** Il Trovatore.” 
Only a brief reference to the singers is required 
to convey a satisfactory idea of the periorm- 
ance. Signor Giannini, whose brilliant and 
vibrant voice has gatbered beauty and 
volume during the restful Summer 
months, was Manrico, Signor de Anna’s 
sonorous baritone poured forth the measures 
allotted to Di Luna, and Mme.

TWO NEW COMMISSIONERS. 





THE PRESIDENT FINDS SUCCESSORS TO 
MESSRS. EATON AND GREGORY. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Those too san- 
guine Democrats of the Hill type, who had al- 
ready begun to talk about civil service reform 
as in the way of abandonment, because there 
was no commission for two or three days, will 
read with disappointment tne news of the nomi- 
nation by the President of Mr. Alfred P. Edger- 
ton, of Indiana, to succeed Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, 
and Mr. William L. Trenholm, of South Caro- 
lina, to succeed Mr. John M. Gregory, as mem- 
bers of the United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion. 

Both the new men are Democrats of the 
straight-out sort, and both are known here. 
Chief-Justice Waite commends Mr. Edgerton, 
who is to take Mr. Eaton’s place, in very cordial 
terms. Mr. Trenholm, who was known to busi- 
ness men who had read his silver views, has re- 
cently visited Washington in the interest of the 
South Carolina rice growers, to make an errcu- 
ment before the Secretary of the Treasury and 
Assistant Secretary Fairchild. Mr. Fairchild was 
most agreeably impressed by Mr. Trenholm’'s 
ability to make an argument with clearness and 
brevity, and spoke very highly of him to many 
of his friends, Mr. Trenholm is a warm friend 
of the Administration, and a thorough believer 
in civil service reform as it is understood by 
the President. He is slight, compactly built, 
with gray hair and mustache, and wears eye- 
giasses. 

The successor of Commissioner Thoman, who 
is to be named soon,is to be a Republican. 
There never was any intention on the part of 
the President to name Controller A. C. Chapin, 
of New-York, as a Commissioner, if he had been 
beaten for re-election. 

Mr. Edgerton was in early lifea clerk in a 
mercantile house in New-York City, but while 
stilla young man removed to Northern Ohio as 
the agent of the Northern Land Company. He 
then served four years in Congress asa Demo- 
crat, and was the financial agent of the State of 
Ohio, with an office in New-York City. In 
1558 he moved to Indiana, and 10 years later 
was the Democratic candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor, Vice-President Hendricks being the 
candidate for Governor. They were both de- 
feated. Asa Democrat Mr. Edgerton refused 
to support Greeley in 1872, and came within six 
votes of being nominated for Vice-President on 
the O’Conor ticket over John Quincy Adams, Jr. 
He was then nominated a3the'straightout Demo- 
cratic candidate tor Governor of Indiana, but de- 
clined in a letter which urged all Democrats to 
support Mr. Hendricks, and the latter was elect- 
ed. For li years Mr. Edgerton bas been unani- 
mously elected by tbe Common Council of 
Fort Wayne as the President of the 
Board of Education of that city. By ap- 
pointment of ex-Gov. Porter he is a 
Director of Purdue University. He has 
been engaged in many successful business en- 
terprises and is in easy circumstances, and is a 
practical student of public affairs. He was for 
many years an intimate friend and associate of 
Chief-Justice Waite, who, with Senator Henry 
B. Payne, Gov. Gray, of Indiana; Vice-President 
Hendricks, and many leading citizens of Ohio 
and Indiana, warm!y indorsed him as possessing 
qualities peculiarly fitting him for the work of 
the Civil Service Commission, with which he is 
in full sympathy. 

Mr. Trenholm is acommission merchant, about 
50 years of age, and was warmly indorsed for the 
appointment by leading friends of the civil 
service reform movement North and South. He 
is the son of the late Secretary Trenholm, of the 
Treasury of the Southern Confederacy, and has 
been brought into prominence lately by his ad- 
dresses before numerous bankers’ conventions 
on the silver question, and his writings on the 
same subject, which have attracted wide atten- 
— Mr. Trenholm has always been a Demo- 
crat. 

The resignation of Dr. Gregory as a member 
of the Civil Service Commission was accepted by 
the Pre-ident, to take effect on the appointment 
of his successor, but it is probable that he will 
remain in office until Mr. Trenholm is ready to 
take his place. Mr. Edverton will not be able to 
enter upon the discharge of his duties for at 
least two weeks. 


CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Nov. 4.—The News 
and Courier editorially to-morrow will praise 
very warmly the appointment of Col. Tren- 
holm as Civil Service Commissioner, saying: 
“Col. Trenholm unites many qualifications 
which are rarely found in combination in the 
same person. He possesses solid acquirements 
and large information, and has oftentimes ex- 
hibited singular skill and tact in dealing 
with difficult and complicated questions. 
A Charleston merchant by inheritance and 
in practice, he will not be regarded as a mere 
theorist, while the prominence he has acquired 
by his discussion of divers public questions will 
satisfy those who as yet only know him by rep- 
utation that he is competent to deal successfully, 
if any one can, with tne problems presented by 
the civil service system. Col. Trenholm be- 
lieves tirmly in the principles which were 
sought to be applied to the public service 
inthe law and regulations now in force. But 
he is no dreamer, and will take, we are confident, 
a thoroughly businesslike view of the matter, 
seeking always substantial results of public 
value rather-than the gratification of an idea. 
This may seem high praise, but we are confident 
that it is well deserved.”’ 

In conclusion the VYews and Courier says: 
“The appointment now made is a compliment 
tothe State as well as Col. Trenhoim himselr. 
Looking over the whole field, with the single de- 
sire to find a Democrat fully qualified and com- 
petent, the President finds in South Caroiina 
him whom he sought, and wiil find him unques- 
tionably worthy of bis choice.” 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 4.—Mr. Edgerton 
has been a citizen of Indiana only since 18t2, 
although he bas tived in Fort Wayne since 1857. 
For two years he retained his citizenship in Ohio. 
In 1856 ho was the Chairman of the Committee 
on Organization oft the Democratic Conven- 
tion which nominated Buchanan. He was 
born in Plattsbure, N. Y.,ou Jan. 11,1813. Mr. 
Edgerton is a pleasant o!d gentleman of the old 
school, thoroughly capable and honest, but bis 
appointment as a Civil Service. Commissioner 
will be received in this State, where he is known, 
with mild amazement. It isa political remu- 
neration. 





FOR AND AGAINST SILVER. 

CuicaGco, Ill., Nov. 4.—An investment 
agency of this city has issued the following cir- 
cular: 

“The Hon. A. J. Warner stated ina paper read before 
the Chicngo Commercial Cluo Oct. 31. 1883, that 200 
votes in the prese 1t House oi Kepresentatives can be 
counted to oppose & suspension of the cuinage of silver 
doliars, or words to that effect. As this matter is of 
great importance ina business pointof view. and as 
doubt concerning it produces de ay in enterprises. weare 
endeavoring to ascertain as neur as possibie the proba- 
bilities concerning the altitude of the present Congress 
on this question. We find that of the 149 Rep- 
resentatives who voted iast Winter against the 
suspension of the _ rules in order to allow 
consiaeration of the civil appropriation © bill 
contaiaing the clause authorizing the temporsry sus- 
pension of the coinuze of the silver dollar 95 have 
been re-elected and are members of the present Con- 
gress. These may be counted on to vote in the same 
way again. Ofthe lls voters in favor of suspending 
the silver do'lar 57 oniy have been re-elected. The 
silvermen seem to have been muvre successful than 
their opponents in securing re-election. 

“Of the new members and uf those not voting on this 
question last Winter (in all 171) more than one-half 
come from those purts of the country known to be op- 
posed to the suspens on of si:ver coinage. It is, there- 
tore, provable tbat at Jeast 180 votes in the present 
House of Kepresentatives can be counted on tv oppose 
and prevent any attempt to suspend silver circulation.” 








* THE COST OF COLOGNE CATHEDRAL, 
From the London Standard. 

The amount of money which has been 
spent upon the completion of the Cathedral of 
Cologne since the year 1823 gives one an idea of 
the enormous sums which must have been lav- 


ished by the piety of our ancestors in raising 
cathedrals in every important town in this coun- 
try and on the Continent. The sum laid out in 
the compietion 0: Cologne Cathédra! amounts to 
£1,050,000. This is altogether irrespective of 
sums given forthe decoration of the building 
and for the proper performance of religious 
services. We do not’ know whether 
any record was kept of the building ex- 
penses of the cathedral from Sts orivjnal 
toundation up to the date when the work of 
compietion ':f the edifice was commenced; but, 
as the main body of the edifice was finished it is 
probable that the expenditure larvely exceeded 
the abovesum. It istruethat but one or two 
out of the hundreds of cathedrals of Europe can 
bave equaled Cologne in cosiliness, The axgre- 
gate expense, however, would, even in the pres- 
ent day, have been considered as almost fabu- 
lous, and when the comparative poverty of 
Europe in the days when these cathedrals were 
built is taken into consideration oneis lost in 
aimiration at the enormols sacrifices which 
must have been made to erect the stately and 
gorgeuus edifices. 





THE IRON STEAMB)AT COMPANY. 

The stockholders of the Iron Steamboat 
Company held a meeting for the election of D- 
rectors at the Central Hotel, Long Branch, yes- 
terday. Among those present were Charles E. 
Loew, President of the company; Samuel Car- 
penter, of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company; 
Andrew K. Culver, J. P. Meday, Oscar E. Ballin, 
Isaac L. Gensier, M. R. Lawrence, and Theodore 
S. Weaver. The report of the special Financial 
Committee showed that while the year 1885 bad 
been an unsatisfactory one, the company had 
paid a dividend of $3 ashare, which aggregates 
$60,000.

THE SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC. 





SICK CHILDREN FORCIBLY TAKEN TO THE 
HOSPITAL IN MONTREAL. 


MontrREAL, Nov. 4—The police had an- 
other skirmish with the Gagnon family 
this afternoon. When last night’s trouble 
was reported to the Mayor to-day’ he 
directed that the law must be respect- 
ed, no matter whut the consequences were. 
He ordered the Chief of Police to send a body of 
men to the house at once, and said he would go 
with them and take the responsibility on him- 
self. At1o’clock the Mayor was on his way to 
the house, accompanted by 25 policemen and 
detectives, while an ambulance was left in an 
entry to be ready to remove the patients as soon 
as Gagnon was arrested. Two of the detectives 
went up a wooden stairway leading toa gallery 
in frontof the building and cailea to Gagnon 
through the window to deliver himself up. This 
the latter agreed to do on seeing the force out- 
side, butas he came out of the door he no- 
ticed the ambulance and ssid he would 
not allow his children to be removed. 
He attempted to get back into the house, but 
the detectives closed with him, and a desperate 
struggle followed. Gagnon, who isa tall, pow- 
erfully built man, attempted to throw the de- 
tectives over the gullery, but two policemen 
rushed to their assistance, and Gagnon was car- 
ried bodily down the stairs and into a cab which 
was in waiting. 

Just as the eyes of those in the yard were 
fixed on the tussle at the head of the stairs 
the report of a revolver shot was heard, 
and a giance in the direction of the report 
showed a young man with the weapon in 
his hand leaning out of one of the windows. 
Simultaneousiy with the report the constables 
drew their revolvers and pointed them in the 
direction of the window, which made the young 
man withdraw. Shortly afterward the young 
fellow again appeared at the window, but the 
muzzles of half a dozeu revoivers covering him 
induced him to step back. A number of the 
police then rushed up stairs and attempted 
to break open the door, but failed until an axe 
was found. While waiting for this, young 
Gagnon warned the police off, telling them that 
he had a gun and a revolver, and was deter- 
mined to shoot any one who entered. When the 
axe arrived the dcor was knocked from_ its 
hinges, and the police, holding the door before 
them, rushed into the room. The other officers 
followed and grappled with young Gagnon, 
who hac a cocked fowling piece in hishand, A 
rough and tumble scramble ensued, in which 
haif a dozen policemen, young Gagnon, his 
mother, and grown up sister, took part, but the 
gun was finally wrested out of Gagnon’s hands 
and he was husted downstairs, carried into a cab, 
and @riven to the police station. 

While the constables were battering in the 
door three more revolver shots were fired, but 
by whom or at what mark was not found. As 
the cab with the elder Gagnon drove through 
the crowd at the end of the lane a loud howl was 
raised, but when the cab conveying his son, still 
struggling violently with his captors, passed 
the howling became almost deafening and 
a general rush was made toward the cab. Some 
ot the roughs seized the spokes of the wheels 
and attempted to stop the vehicle, but the carter 
whipped up his horse and got away. Five chil- 
dren, all suffering from smallpox, were then 
removed inthe ambulance. In the house was 
found one of Dr. Koss'’s anti-vaccination 
circulars. It bore at the head some ghastly 
pictures of the effects of vaccination, and 
showed a mother attempting to fly with her 
children, while before her stands a public vac- 
cinator and behind him a skeleton urging him to 
kill the children. Gagnon and hisson were locked 
up in the Central Police Station, and will be held 
on a charge of attempted murder. A similar 
performance may be expected to-morrow, when 
a body of police will be sent to storm a house in 
Notre Dame street, the inhabitants having sev- 
eral times offered armed resistance.

SHOT BY A JEALOUS HUSBAND. 


CARPENTER FATALLY WOUNDS 
HIS WIFE. 

About 5o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
little girl tripped artlessly out of the house at 
No. 355 West Twenty-sixth-street: and informed 
the neighbors that ‘“ Papa had shot mamma.” 
This was the first intimation of the fact 
that William Lipkenman, an old man of 59 
years, a German carpenter, had shot his wife, 
aged 51 years, for the probable cause of jealousy, 
in the flat where they lived with their two small 
children. Two elder married daughters also be- 


long to the family, but they did not arrive till 
later. The woman’s wound is probably fatal. 

According to Dr. J. A. Breakell, of No. 355 
West Twenty-fourth-street, who was called in 
to attend Mrs. Lipkenman, the old couple were 
engaged in a dispute over family affairs, and the 
husband grew exceedingly passionate in his lan- 
guage. Finally he asked his wife to come into 
an adjoining room ostensibly to look at some 
papers, but she became alarmed at his 
tone, and started for the hall door. He 
followed her, and fired ai single shot 
as she wasrunning up the hall stairs. The ball 
pierced her right breast and passed on through 
the lung, inflicting a very dangervus wound, 
The neighbors state that another woman was 
coming down the stairs at the same moment, 
and that when Lipkenman saw her he hesitated 
about firing again, and turned and went out the 
door. Last pight the family had iocked the door 
and tied up the bell and absolutely refused ad- 
mittance to all applicants. 

Lipkenman, atter reaching the street, went up 
to the Thirty-seventh-street station and gave 
himself up. Word was at once telegraphed to 
t e Sixteenth Precinct Station, in Twentieth- 
street, and Detective Schmit was sent up to 
take him down there. He refu-ed to go by way 
of Eighth-avenue for some unexplained reason, 
and so the officer took him to the station 
via Ninth-avenue. On the way he conversed 
freely with the detective in German. He 
said that he had become convinced of his 
wife’s infidelity, and that he had evidence 
enough to prove it for any one. He talked 
volubly about certain events in both Germany 
and America, the exact purport of which was 
not clear. Certain mysterious allusions were also 
made to ** a man in the house.” 

The neignbors were unaware of any trouble 
in the family, and they expressed great surprise 
when they learned of the shooting. Lipkenman 
was taken to the house last night in order that 
his wife might identify him as her assailant in 
case she should die.

HANLAN ANSWERS TEEMER. 

Toronto, Ontario, Nov. 4.—Hanlan be- 
ing questioned last night regarding Teemer’s 
explanation of his (Teemer’s) letters to him, saia 
that Teemer's statement thet he made overtures 
to Wallace Ross is a deiiberate falsehood. He 
and Ross, he says, are far from being good 
friends. In fact they could not think less of 
each other, and therefore it would be grossly 
absurd to suppose that he would place himself 
in Ross's power by any sucb action. He says 
Teemer’s letters were sent to him atter the first 
deposit of $100 had been made on the match 
between them. Theretore Teemer’s statement 
that the letters were written for the reason that 
Hanlan would not row him unless he (Teemer) 
gave a guarantee that Hanian should beat him 
was talse on the face ot it. 


Toronto, Ontario, Nov. 4.—The charges 
made by Edward Hanlan against Teemer since 
his return here, to the effect that the latter 
agreed to let him win the recent race, has ex- 
cited little comment here, and the ex- 
champion’s statement is looked upun by 
many as a little disappointed squeal at the 
victor, after bein beaten in the race by a supe- 
rior oarsman. Hanlan bas by no means added 
to his decreasing popularity as an oarsman by 
hisconduct with Teemer. The general impres- 
sion here is that when Teemer wrote Hanlan tbe 
letters in reference to letting the latter win 
the ‘race and asking him to hold out for a 
certain amount of money on each side, it was 
understood between the two oarsmen that the 
race was to be after the hippodrome manner 
in which Hanlan has conducted most of 
his recent aquatic events; tbat they agreed 
to make the exhibition as_ profitable as 
possible, and that Hanlan was disappointed in 
not finishing ahead of hisman as in his other 
exhibitions. Hunlan is anxious to meet Teemer 
asain, and says he can beat him. He says he 
will go to Australia to row Beach again in a tew 
months. 








A FIENDISH CRiME BY NEGROES. 

PARKERSBURG, West Va., Nov. 4.—The 
researches of the Mason County authorities into 
the mystery connected with the finding about 
two weeks ago of the nude body of a 
man swinging from a tree near Concord 
Church have resulted in the disclosure of 
a fiendish plot to murder the man for 
the sake of robbery. The victim’s name 
was Hazelwood, and he came from Gallia 
County, Ohio, about six or eight weeks ago, 
bringing with him about $200, with which he ex- 
pected to commence business asa blacksmith. 
He secured lodging with 2 negro named Ander- 
son, who lives with a white wife on what is 
known as Five-Mile Creek.

Anderson, who isof unsavory reputation, 
eagerly embraced the scheme, and.a day or two 
later Hazelwood was decoyed into the woods, 
beaten to death, and the body robbed. Asa 
means of throwing off suspicion they stripped 
the body of its clothing and suspended it from 
a tree near by, leaving the clothes panaing toa 
sapling near by. The body must have been hang- 
ing there fseveral weeks when found, as hawks 
and other birds had.eaten the flesh almost en- 
tirely away from the breastand face. Anderson 
is now under arrest, and officers are on the track 
of Hauck, who fied to Ohio immediately after 
the commission of the crime.

WILLIAM F, SMYTHE. 

Willam F. Smythe, who was connected 
with the New-York Herald for over 40 years, 
died yesterday at his residence, No. 77 South 
Second-street, Brooklyn, Eastern ~ District, 
after a prolonged illness) He was born in 
Philadelphia, Jan. 16, 1820. His father 
was an English sea Captain, ana his mother, 
Lucy Hulme Fenno, was born in Boston. In 
his youth he was apprenticed to the Messrs. 
Harding, a firm of book and job printers in 
Philadelphia. He was first connected with tne 
Herald in April, 1840. In 1842 he accepted 
a position on the Boston Atlas, but after 
an interim of four years he _ returned 
to the Herald, in 1846. With that paper 
he thenceforth remained. He first filled 
the position of compositor, and thence rose to 
foreman, then to superintendent, until finally 
he gained the post of night editor, which he 
filled with rare ability and good sense. Through- 
out his career he was recognized as one of the 
most able and competent editors in New-York 
City and the country. He continued in this 
position up toa few months. before. his death, 
when ill health compeiled his withdrawal from 
active duty. Funeral services will be held at 
Christ (Protestant Episcopal) Church, Bedford- 
avenue, near Morton-street, Brooklyn, to-mor- 
row at2 P. M. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
The Rev. William Robinson Pirie, D. 
D., Crown Principal and Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Aberdeen, is dead. Dr. Pirie had 
been connected with every important political 
measure which had been agitated in Scotland 
during the past 41 years. 


Gen. Joseph J. Finegan, a distinguished 
ex-Confederate, who fought the successful bat- 


tle of Olustee, Feb. 20, 1864, against a Federal 
force under Gen. Seymour, died at his orange 
grove, in Orange County, Fia., on Tuesday night. 
He was born at Cloonis, Ireland, Nov. 17, 1814. 


Ex-President Brown, of Hamiiton Col- 
lege, who died of heart disease in Utica, N. Y., 
yesterday, was a native of Maine and 72 years old. 


He was graduated at Dartmouth and Andover 
Theological Seminary. He was Professor of Or- 
atory for 23 years and of Intellectual Philosophy 
for three years in Dartmouth. He was called to 
the Presidency of Hamilton in 1866, and served 
the college acceptably until 1881, when he re- 
signed. Dr. Brown was a diligent student and a 
thorough scholar. He was author of several 
volumes, including a life of Rufus Choate and 
“The Biography of Self-taught Men.” 


William James Mackey, who is well 
known through his ** A-B-C Guide,” died at his 
residence, No. 329 Hoyt-street, Brooklyn, on 
‘Tuesday. Hehad been ill with typhoid fever, 


but the immediate cause of his death was 
apoplexy. He was born Jan. 22, 1838, 
in this city, and was educated in the pub- 
lic schools. Immediately after gradu- 
ation he entered the_ printing business. 
He wasaTrustee of the First-Place Methodist 
Episcopal Church and was Superintendent of 
the Sunday school.

FUN AT THE HORSE SHOW 


STEEPLECHASERS REFUSE JUMPS 
AND THROW RIDEBS. 

MR. GEORGE WORK FAILS TO GET HEMP- 
STEAD OVER, BUT GOES HIMSELF, AND 
BAROMETER REFUSES EVERYTHING, 

The bright rays of the morning sun were 
filtered through dust and cobwebs into Madison- 

Square Garden yesterday morning, when the 

borse show entered upon its second day, and lit 

up the brown carpeted arena with a mellow, 
cheerful light. Tbe busy errand*boys in their 
orange and black silk jackets bustled about the 
judges’ stand and made a great show of earnest 
devotion to business, though there was little 

enough to do at that time, and the grooms put a 

tresh touch or twoon bits of harness or tied 

new ribbons upon their sleek charges. People 
began to drop inearly and were soon wander- 
ing about in the wilderness of box stalls, study- 
ing their catalogues carefully, and gazing upon 
the weli-blanketed animals with a knowing look. 

The low buzz of conversation was freighted 
with a wealth of horse knowledge that made it 
positively turfy. People appeared to know 
more about pasterns, frogs, and withers than 
they did about the election, and had more theo- 
ries about toe weights and overdraw checks 
than they bad about the future of local politics. 

The atmosphere soon began to be filled with a 

curious glitter, which the inquiring mind dis- 

covered was caused by the advent of numerous 
silk bats of undoubted newness and apparent 
dryness. The assembly was a most sociable one. 


Every one seemed to know every one else, and all 


were continusliy bowing likea lot of toy Chinese 
Mandarins. ‘the band blew away at selections 
of pv» pular music. 

Presently the clanging of alarm bells was 
heard and the horses of fire engine No. 5 dashed 
into the ring witha steamer behind them and 
sped around, plunging madly at their collars as 
if eager to fly tosome imaginary conflagration. 
The crowds rushed to the railing around the 
Brena and watched the quick and neat work of 
the tiremen in harnessing and letting loose their 
livers. Engine No. 5made the good time of 
0:03, and U:0234 in its morning trial. y This was 
not up, however, to the record of engine No. 32 
made on the previous day. : 

The ladies, as usual, spent much of their time 
in petting the cobs and ponies. Last year near- 
lv allof these pretty animals were tied with 
their heads toward the outer end of the stails. 
Many mischievous boys went about and teased 
the poor beasts until some of them quite lost 
their tempers, and irreparable injury was done 
to the dispositions of some of them. Yesterday 


most of these animals, which are in open stalls 


around the sides of the garden, were fastened 
with their beads at the inner end of the stalls, 
politely, but firmiy, turning their backs upen 
the spectators,and giving them a gentle hint 
that they wished to be let alone. Buta few had 
their heads out, and these were petted by the 
Jadies and occasionally teased by some ignorant 
young people. 

Jumbo and Sampson, the two enormous gray 


geldings in the northwest corner of the garden, 


attracted as much attention as they had on the 
previous day. They bore their honors meekly 
and tried hard to goto sleep while looming up 
Jike equine giants. The fast trotters were the 
objects of great interest to turfy-looking men 
who wore red neckties and light overcoats. 
These horses, aS they stood in their stalls, were 
closely blanketed from head to tail, but the 
turfy men appeared to be quite able to tell all 
nbout their points and to bet that they couldn’t 
xo within 10 seconds of their records. The hunt- 
ers found admirers in the elegant young gentle- 
men who wore white tlowers in their coats, tall 
collars, and gleaming silk hats. These young 
heroes, who have so often chased the wary 
anise-seed bag over field and meadow, were ina 
highly critical mood, and explained glibly all the 

oints of the animals to the fresh-faced yowng 
adies who accompanied them and took the live- 
liest interest in everything. 

The judging began at 10 o’clock, and the 
gent emen who occupied the judges* stand dur- 
ing the day worked faithfuliy and earnestiy. 
Tie classes judged embraced fire engine horses, 
donkeys and mules, Normans, horses of all 
work, roadster stallions, Tand dog cart horses, 
ladies’ saddle horses and hunters. ‘The judges

The entrance of 
the mules and donkeys into the arena caused a 
ripple of merriment among the spectators, for 
the long-eared quadrupeds wore an expression 
oft remarkable wisdom. 

be Norman mures, with their foals, also 
proused much interest. They were sleek and 
round matrons, with beautiful coats of glossy 
hair, and the huge, ungainly limbs of their 
babies, with every evidence of latent strength. 
todaled awkwardly around and made the chil- 
dren wish they could have the little horses for 
ponies. The self-conceited roadster stallions 
were handsome and thoroughly conscious of it 
as they pranced around the ring,each one trying 
to carry his head higner and pick his feet up 
more quickly than the others. One of the most 
attractive displays of the day was the exhibition 
of T and dog cart horses. The vehicles and har- 
ness were exceedingly stylish, and the drivers 
knew how to handie the reins. The horses were 
alotof beauties. Their coats shone like satin 
and their neatly docked tails and manes gave 
them a well dressed, not to say well bred, appear- 
ance. Some of them prancec and reared ana 
threatened to make more or iess trouble in the 
ring, but their drivers handled them weli, and 
they spun around smoothly, making a proces- 
sion such as is seen 1n the Park on a sunpy atter- 
noon. 

The jumping of the hunters in class No. 107, 
late in the afternoon, afforded much amusement. 
They were ladies’ -green hunters, and they 
proved to be comically wortiy of their name. 
August Belmont, Jr.’s, Yorick shook his head 
and protested against jumping by many dumb 
equine signs. Finally the jockey who rode him 
sent him with a dash at the double rail fence on 
the south side of the garden, The animal made 
a lunge, caught the top rail with his fore feet, 
pitcbed forward neariy on his nose, bowled the 
jockey all in a heap on the tanbark, lost his 

ridle, and came up generally demoralized. 
After that he lost what little courage he bad pre- 
Viously shown, and declined to jump under any 
consideration. Mrs. William Potter’s Queen of 
Diamonds was better natured, and took all the 
jumps neatly, not refusing one. She won the 
prize, and pranced out of the ringas if quite 
aware of the significance of the blue ribbon at 
her cheek. 

in the evening the jumping of the hunters 
was the chief sport. Patrick Meany, the well 
known jockey, displayed bis lightness of hand 
and firmness of seat to great advantage, partic- 
ularly in his brilliant handling of Miss Heck- 
sher’s Gleneagle. Mr. George Work took a 
mount on E, Berry Wall’s Hempstead, but the 
pride of Long Island was not in the mood for 
jumping. At ‘the first fence he caught his fore 
teet, went on his nose, and dumped Mr. Work un- 
ceremoniousiy over bis head.

THE BRAVES DRINK CHAMPAGNE AND IN- 
DULGE IN MANY BOASTS. 

After electing their candidate for Gov- 
ernor, the principal candidates on their county 


ticket,ana a majority of the Democrats in the 
Senate and Assembly delegations, and a goodly 
number of Aldermen, the Tammany men all 
wore a satisfied air last night. They went about 
all day with the most bewitching smiles,and at 


night they permeated all the up-town political 


resorts with their brag and bluster. Tammany 
Hall bad nominated Hill. Tammany Hal) had 
elected him, and the County Democracy “had 
better go drown itself’’—this was the lay that 
the braves sweetly sane in the Hoffman House 


lobbies and barroom, as well as in other parts of 


the city. They began it earlyand kept it up 
until late. Before election the County Demo- 
crats drank champagne. Last night the Tam- 
many men were the chief im bibers of that high- 
priced liquid. 

During the early part of the day some of the 


Tammany men were a little uncertain as to the 


success of certain men on their county and dis- 
trict tickets, but the doubt was dissipated as the 
fuller returns were received. They were espe- 
cially glad that ** Andy’? White was third in the 
race for Sheriff, “‘ and a bad third at tnat.’”” The

A PITIFUL CASE. 

A VENERABLE ENGLISH CLERGYMAN 
WANT IN A BOWERY LODGING HOUSE. 
In an obscure lodging house in the Bow- 
ery livesan old gentleman of ancient and his- 
torical lineage, a graduate, and former member 
of the Senate of the University of Cambridge, 
England, at one time an active clergyman of the 
Established Church of that country,who labored 
for years in the densely populated manufactur- 
ing districts of Lancashire and Yorkshire, and 
was for many years the senior of a large staff of 
curates, in fact what would be termed in this 
city Vice-Rector, of the most fashionable and 
one of the most populous of the parishes in Lon- 
don. From this position he retired with honor 
a quarter of a century ago, his doctrinal views 
on the subject of religion having undergone a 
change, based upon conscientious conviction. 
Ordained by one Archbishop of Canterbury and 
offered preferment by the successor to that See, 
he nevertheless resolved in his maturity to seek 
aliving by other means more congenial, and 
took up literature as his profession. He js the 
author of some standard works, published in 
England and imported into this country and 
to be found at most of the public libraries, 
where reliable text books relating to the decis- 
ions of rsom~ very important and interesting 
social probiems are kept. The author always 
had a penchant for elucidating the principles of 

jurisprudence which he had carefully studied.

The ancient lineage of this old gentleman, who ; 


is now in his seventy-first year, is perbaps his 
least recommendation, but the undoubted fact 
is not altogether without significan.e that in 
the first half of the fourteenth century his an- 
cestor was Grand Justiciary of England and 
proxy for the whole Parliament that deposed 
Edward IT. For this and other services ren- 
dered to Queen Isabella and her son Edward IIT. 
the Justiciary was notonly knighted but cre- 
ated a Baron by writ, inheritable by female as 
well as male heirs, which may account for the 
barony, the third oldest in the kingdom, being 
still extant and vested inthe person of the old 
gentleman, Although the Grand Justiciury 
was loaded with honovs and riches by the royal 
branch he had thus served; although estates 
and dignities were freely and apparently with- 
out much discretion bestowed. for though a 
lawyer he received among otner appointments 
that of Admiralof the Fleet, the tabies event- 
ually turned, the tide vhanged, the op- 
posite party regained power, confiscation 
followed, forfeiture set in, exile was decreed, 
and a return to his home was at the peril of 
death. Butas no act of attainder was passed 
the barony remained unaffected and has de- 
scendei in regular lineal succession ever since. 
It has never been claimed by any descendant of 
the original grantee, however, for that would 
have involved a petition to the Crown to issue a 


writ of summons to the House of Lords, which 


in times gone by would have reopened the whole 
question of treason and have resulted only in 
other forfeitures and probably an attainder. 
The representatives of the ancient barony, how- 
ever, have not been debarred from holding from 
time to time the honorable positions of members 
of the Jower house of Parliament and High 
Sheriffs of their county; but though they have 


ever retained the rank of gentlemen, their prop- 
erty has through a series of generations dwin- 
died away. The wars of the Middle Ages, espe- 
cially those of the Roses, carried with them 
death and destruction to the vanquished, the 
lot or accident of victory oscillating in the bal- 
ance of overweighted or treacherous scales, and 
though ever valiant in the field. whether at 
home or abroad, the family never recovered its 
former position, and modern events have not 
tended to improve in a pecuniary way the fort- 
unes of this house. 

This undoubted representative of a bygone 
age sought, not wisely, perhaps, for he was then 
in the -decline of life. to hve a useful, even 
though obscure, life inthe Unitea States. Heis 
not unknown in several States of the Union 
where he has contributed to periodical literature 
and occasionally to the daily and weekly press. 
Asa diligent investigator and expert in eluci- 
dating and unraveling intricate and knotty 
problems more or less connected with social sci- 
ence, he has been sought and retained by public 
bodies and weil known lawyers and legislators, 
but he is now perishing for want of the necessa- 
ries of life, almost without food or clothing, and 
dependant upon the compassion and Christian 
sympathy of the lodging house proprietor fora 
place to jay his head. Such is one among many 
experiences of a Bowery lodging house.

ARRIVAL OF M. BARTHOLDI. 
TO EXPLAIN TO GEN. STONE HOW TO 
MOUNT THE STATUE OF LIBERTY. 


As the mammoth steamer Amérique 
steamed up the Bay yesterday morning the 
many watchers on a tug which had lain at 
Quarantine all night descried onthe bridge the 
tall form of A. Bartholdi, the sculptor of the 
statue of Liberty. He had risen early to ob- 
serve the condition of the pedestal, and when 
the tug steamed up to the black sides of the 


great steamer the sculptor and his wife descend- 
ed the gangway and, boarding the tug, were 
brought up tothe city. After their trunks had 
been examined the party was driven tothe Hotel 
Richelieu, in West Forty-second-street, where 
rooms had been engaged. Late in the after- 
noon, when M. Bartholdi had recovered a little 
from the fatigues of his voyage, which had been 
somewhat stormy, he chatted about the object 
of his visit. 

“There were a great many difficulties about 
the mounting ot the statue, and after consider- 
able correspondence I and the committee deemed 
it best for me tocome over and explain my 
ideas to Gen. Stone. You sce it is a sort of 
puzzle to which alone I hold the key. It would 
have taken too long to make the matter clear 
by letter. Ithink I shall return on the steamer 
leaving hereon the 25th inst.,as I shall have 
then accomplished the o!:jiect of my visit.” 

“Are you satisfied with the location of the 
pedestal ?” 

**Asto that my friend Simonnet has written 
that I was the Christopher Columbus of Bedloe’s 
Isiand. I selected it. The island was the in- 
spiration of the statue. I had hoped and ex- 
pected to see this morning that the pedestal 
was completed, and tearthat in its present back- 
wardness it will now be impossible to mount the 
statue before Spring.” 

er geri his future movements, M. Bar- 
tholdi said that he had, at the suggestion of tne 
committee in Washington, forwarded a model 
of a statue for Lafayette, which he thought was 
up to the best of his work. He thought it 
very probable that he would visit Washineton 
during his stay, not to influence the decision of 
the committee in any way, but to renew his 
former acquaintance with friendsin that city. 
** Don’t ask me, please,’’ said he, **my impres- 
sions of America. I have been here twice be- 
fore, and can truly say without affectation that 
Tam very glad to see New-York again, and re- 
gret that my stay can only be so very brief.”

FLOWERS BY THE THOUSAND. 
THE CHRYSANTHEMUM SHOW OF THE HOR- 
TICULTURAL SOCIRTY. 

The great chrysanthemum show of the 
New-York Horticultural Society for 1885 was 
opened. yesterday at Horticultural Hall, on 
West Twenty-eighth-street. It will continue 
to-day and to-morrow, and has already been 
visited by many people. Itis said to constitute 
the largest and finest exhibition of the kind 
ever witne‘sed in the country, and is certainly 
worthy of a visit of inspection. There are two 
departments of the show—the florists’ division, 
of plants in pots and cut flowers open to pro- 
fessional florists’ only, and the amateurs’ divis- 
ion, including exhibits from establishments 
growing plants or flowers for private use only 


whether employing a gardener or not. The 
plants in pots are in the upper hall, and the cut 
flowers are in the oxnsement of’ the society’s 
building. Thelatter are represented by over 


700 varieties, single blossoms of some of them ~ 


measuring 21 inches in circumference. The 
Japanese display among them is especially inter- 
esting, and it wou!d take the better part of two 
davsto examine properly the entire exhibit. 

The plants in the upp»r hall are, for the most 
part, admirable specimen: of the eardener’s 
skill. They measure anvwhere from three to 
tour feet in diameter, and the largest bear from 
500 to 800 flowers each. They are solid masses of 
color and presenta very attractive appearance 
to the horticulturally inclined visitors. There 
are, in some cases, as manv as three or four va- 
rieties of chrysanthemums, with wide-spreading 
leaves, growing from a single tree plant of over 
eight feet in height. Some of the plant ex- 
hibitors show over 100 specimens. 

The cut flowers exhibit is divided into three 
classes—the Japanese, Chinese, and pompon va- 
rieties. Among the more remarkable of the 
**Jups” are the Comte de Germiny, of a tawny 
gold ana deep red, 8% inches in diameter, with 
incurving petals three-quarters of an inch wide; 
the Golden Grandiflorum, the Roseum Superb- 
um,of beautiful tints of amaranth and silver; the 
Bend'Or, a golden ball 6 inchegacross and with 
feathery like projecting petals; the Ma‘am> C. 
Audiguier, of a pure silvery pink; the Flamme 
de Punch, of a bronzed gold; the Boule de 
Neice, pure white, and a new seedling, the Jen- 
nie F. Murkland, go d body, tinted with apricot 
and rosy red. The latter, a most beautiful 
flower, is shown forthe first time anywhere, 
and differs from every other variety in the ex- 
hibition in the matter of expressiveness. 

The Chinese flowers, which compose those of 
the clobular, set, gmeometical type, with stiff, 
shell-like petals, so closely arranged that they 
present a face like acoat of chain armor, are 
represented by various beautiful and novel ex- 
hibits. The Jeanne d’Arc, silvery white, with 


lavender tins; the President Cleveland, a bush- 


tinted white American seedling, of which.a 
plant, over three feet in diameter and bearing 
over 300 flowers, was recently sent to the Presi- 
dent: the Fair Muid of Guernsey and La Fee 
Aquillon, the former pure white and the Jatter 
silvery rose; the George Glenny, primrose; the 
Bruce Findlay,a lemon yellow; the Prince of 
Wales, of a deep violet amaranth, and the Em- 
press of India, snow white, are among the ex- 


amples, 


The Anemone flowers which, it is claimed, 
have never been fully representedin any Ameri- 
can exhibition prior to the present one, form 
one of the most interesting features of the show. 
They have an outer row or rows of petals, in 
some instances three and even four deen, and 


the centre is filled closely with small tubular 
florets, forming rounded cushions, four to six 
inches in diameter, superbly colored. Some of 
the flowers havea ragged outline, but preserve 
the cushion-like centre. Among the more nota- 
ble varieties on exhibition are the Timbale d’Ar- 
gent. snowy white, and distinctly outlined, and 
the Wyoming. a rich-colored amaranth, a seed- 
ling raised by Dr. Walcott, of Cambridge, Ma 8 
The latter is considered by good judges to be 
one of the most remarkable exhibits at the hall. 

The pompons proper, ranging in diameter 
from half an inch to one and a half inches, thou- 
sands of them, intensely colored, growing on a 
single plant, are largely represented in the ex- 
hibition, and there are also some purely Amer- 
jcan creations in the single-flowered varieties, 
There are, moreover, seedlings in various stages 
of development, which are not classed among 
the exhibits, owing to their nondescript char- 
acter. 

The committee having charge of the Gistribu- 
tion of prizes at the exhibition did its work 
yesterday. There were 50 first prizes, consisting 
of money and certificates, awarded in the flor- 
ists’ division, They all went to Hallock & 
Thorpe, of Queens, Longe Island. Seventy-five 
or 80 second and third prizes in the sam+ division 
were uwarded to John L. Childs, of Floral, N, 
Y., and Siebrecht & Wadley, of No. 409 Fifth. 
avenue, this city. 

In the amateurs’ division the principal prize 
winners were Richard Brett, eardener to James 
R. Pitcher, Short Hills, N. J.: George Matthews, 
gardener tor John M. Sneedon, Great Neck, 
Long Island; John Farrell, gardener to William 
Barr, of Orange, N. J., and John Cullens, gar- 
dener for G, B. Wilbur, of South Bethlehem, 
Penn. 

A special prize was awarded to John Farrell, 
of Orange, N. J., for an exhibit of six chrvsan- 
themum plants having from three to six dis- 
tinct colors on each plant.
